I  The  Solar  Cycle  is  a  period  of  twenty-eight  j  ears,  so  called,  because 
in  the  twenty-ninth  year  after  any  year  which  may  be  taken  all  the 
days  of  the  week  fall  on  the  same  days  of  the  month  as  they  fall  in  that 

1  year.  One  of  these  cycles  was  finished  in  1867,  and  1871  is  the  4th  year 
in  the  next  cycle.  All  the  days  of  1871  will  correspond  with  those 
of  1843.

To  get  Correct  Time.— When  the  shadow  cast  by  the  Sun 
reaches  the  noon-mark,  set  the  clock  at  the  time  given  in  calendar 
pages  of  this  Almanac,  in  the  column  of  "Sun's  Meridian,"  and 
it  will  be  exactly  right.  If  a  meridian  line  is  used  instead  of  a  noon- 
mark,  the  passing  the  lines  by  the  Sun's  center  is  the  moment  for  set- 
ting the  clock.  Any  skillful  surveyor  can  make  a  noon-mark  or  merid- 
ian lines  of  small  brass  or  copper  wires.  In  doing  so,  he  must  allow 
for  the  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle  from  a  true  or  astronomical 
north  and  south  line. 

\%me€ither  Forecasts  or  Predict  ions.— What  will  the  weather 
be?  is  a  question  the  solution  of  which  lias  long  been  tried,  but  hither- 
to not  satisfactorily  attained.  Empirics  have  ventured,  with  the  con- 
ceit of  ignorance,  to  issue  almanacs  predicting  the  weather  that  will  j 
occur  on  each  day  of  the  year,  while  science,  with  becoming  modesty, 
has  only  attempted  predictions  made  a  few  hours  before  an  expected 
change.  The  electric  telegraph  now  brings  daily  a  complete  meteoro- 
logical register  from  all  parts  of  Europe  and  the  United  States,  and  it 
is  on  such  data  alone  that  anv  chance  of  weather  prediction  can  de- 
pend. Even  this  is  generally  limited  to  a  following  period  not  exceed- 
ing 24  or  3G  hours.  Admiral  Kitzroy  was  the  first  to  employ  such 
means  for  the  purpose  of  forecasting  storms.

As  regards  the  winds,  a  south-west  one  is  generally  accompanied 
with  rain  and  a  north-east  by  dry  weather.  In  regard  to  the  barome- 
ter, it  always  stands  highest  with  a  north  or  easterly  wind  and  lowest 
with  a  south  or  westerly  one.  If  the  barometer  fall  and  the  thermome- 
ter rise,  wet  may  always  be  expected,  and  the  reverse  action  of  the 
mercury  in  the  instruments  is  generally  accompanied  with  tine,  dry 
and  cool  weather.  The  slower  the  changes  that  thus  take  place,  the 
longer  will  be  the  probable  duration  of  the  coming  change.  Sudden 
falls  of  the  barometer  always  precede  high  winds,  storms  and  cyclones. 
The  clouds  give  a  general  indication  of  changes  of  weather.  A  rosy 
sunset  portends  fine  weather,  while  a  red  sky  in  the  morning  indicates 
wet.  Inky  clouds  foretell  rain,  while  light  scudding  clouds  indicate 
wind  also.  Streaks  and  wisps  of  clouds  show  rain  and  wind,  and  the 
appearance  of  a  halo  round  the  moon  is  almost  invariably  followed 
within  12  or  18  hours  by  rain. 

There  are  numerous  indications  in  nature  arising  from  the  instincts 
of  animals.  Before  a  storm  or  rain  sea-birds  fly  inland;  swallows  and 
rooks  fly  low  and  keep  near  home;  frogs  are  unusually  noisy;  moles 
throw  up  much  earth;  cattle  and  sheep  huddle  together  and  seek 
shelter.

January,  so  named  from  the  Roman  deity  Janus,  who  was  sup- 
posed to  preside  over  doors.  He  was  represented  with  two  faces,  one 
of  which  looked  back,  over  the  old  year;  the  other  forward  to  the 
new.  The  Roman  year  originally  commenced  in  March ;  at  first  it 
had  but  ten  months,  till  Numa  Fompilius,  who  died  672  b.  c,  added 
January  and  February.  It  is  usually  the  coldest  month  of  the  twelve; 
hence  the  adage,  "  As  the  day  lengthens,  so  the  cold  strengthens.''  A 
warm  January  is  regarded  by  the  farmer  with  any  thing  but  satisfaction. 

The  first  day  of  the  year  is  generally  observed  as  a  season  of  re- 
joicing not  only  in  the  United  States  and  England,  but  throughout  the 
world.  In  Scotland  it  is  a  general  holiday;  in  France  It  jour  de  Van 
is  celebrated  by  making  presents  to  both  young  and  old,  and  Paris 
presents  all  the  appearance  of  an  immense  fair.

February  is  so  named  from  Februa,  supposed  to  be  the  same  as 
Juno;  "and  the  evident  relation  between  the  Februata  Juno  and  the 
Purificata  Virg.  Maria  is  one  of  the  most  striking  instances  of  the  con- 
nection between  Pagan  and  Christian  rites  and  festivities  as  to  the 
periods  of  their  occurrence." 

Candlemas  (Feb.  2)  is  one  of  the  recognized  half-yearly  terms  in  Scot- 
land.   Many  a  farmer  there  regards  this  day  with  an  anxious  gaze, 
and,  regardless  of  the  falsehood  of  the  prediction  in  former  years,  is 
elevated  or  depressed  as  the  weather  may  be  propitious  or  otherwise: 
"  Jf  Candlemas  Day  be  fair  and  bright, 
Winter  will  have  another  flight; 
But  if  Candlemas  Day  be  clouds  and  rain, 
Winter  is  gone,  and  will  not  come  again." 

St.  Valentine,  bishop,  martyred  a.  d.  270.  (Feb.  14.)  "On  this  day 
the  birds  begin  to  pair,"  was  another  adage  applied  to  this  anniversary. 
Many  young  persons  date  their  pairing  from  this  festival,  for  festival  it 
is,  whether  it  fall  in  or  out  of  the  Lenten  season.  In  pagan  Rome  it  was 
customary  for  youths  to  draw  names  in  honor  of  the  goddess  Februata 
Juno  on  the  15th  of  February,  and  when  paganism  was  abolished  the 
honor  was  conferred  upon  St.  Valentine.

•Ipiii.  the  fourth  month  of  the  year,  was  by  the  Romans  dedicated 
to  Aphrodite  Venus,  the  goddess  of  all  budding  beauties,  but  there  is 
some  difficulty  in  tracing  the  origin  of  the  name,  some  believing  the 
root  to  be  Aphrodite— Aphrilis— A prilis ;  others  that  it  is  derived  from 
the  festival  Fortuna  Yirilis,  celebrated  April  1. 

All  Fools'  Bay.— The  "Public  Advertiser"  for  April  13,  1789,  con- 
tains the  following  paragraph  :  "Humorous  Jewish  Origin  of  the  Cus- 
tom of  Making  Fools  on  the  First  of  April.— This  is  said  to  have  begun 
from  the  mistake  of  Xoah  in  sending  the  dove  out  of  the  Ark  before 
the  water  had  abated,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  among  the  He- 
brews, which  answers  to  the  1st  of  April;  and  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  this  deliverance,  it  was  thought  proper,  whoever  forgot  so 
remarkable  a  circumstance,  to  punish  them  by  sending  them  upon 
some  sleeveless  errand  similar  to  that  ineffectual  message  upon  which 
the  bird  was  sent  by  the  Patriarch.  The  custom  appears  to  be  of  great 
antiquity,  and  to  have  been  derived  by  the  liomans  from  some  of  the 
Eastern  nations." 

Double  the  time  of  the  sun's  setting  gives  the  length  of  the  day, 
and  double  the  time  of  his  rising  gives  the  length  of  the  night.

Sidereal  and  Solar  Time.— The  Day,  being  strictly  the  time 
required  for  one  revolution  of  the  earth  upon  its  axis,  is  23  hours,  56 
minutes,  4  1-10  seconds,  in  which  time  a  star  reappears  in  the  same  place 
where  it  was  seen  before.  But  the  earth's  forward  motion  in  its  own 
orbit  requires  an  additional  time  of  about  3  minutes  and  56  seconds,  or 
24  hours  in  all,  to  bring  the  sun  to  appear  at  the  same  place,  or, in  other 
words,  for  any  place  on  the  earth's  surface  to  come  to  the  meridian. 
Thus  arises  the  difference  between  sidereal  and  solar  time.

The  Star  Sirius.— Many  things  combine  to  render  this  brilliant 
star  an  object  of  profound  interest.  Who  can  gaze  on  its  pure  silvery 
radiance,  and  reflect  how  many  ages  it  has  adorned  the  heavenly  dome 
with  its  peerless  luster,  and  how  many  generations  of  mankind  have 
rejoiced  in  it— and  among  them  all  the  wise  and  the  good  and  the 
great  of  history— without  awe  and  admiration?  In  ancient  Fgypt  it 
was  an  object  of  idolatrous  interest.  It  was  then  of  a  brilliant  red 
color,  but  is  now  a  lustrous  white;  and  the  cause  of  this  change  ol 
color,  as  well  as  the  nature  and  period  of  the  revolution  it  denotes  in 
the  star  itself,  are  wholly  unknown.  Its  distance  from  the  earth  is  not 
less  than  1,300.000  times  our  distance  fiom  the  sun,  and  its  light  must 
travel  twenty-two  years  to  reach  us.  Another  circumstance  of  deep 
interest  connected  with  it  is  that  it  has  changed  its  position,  during 
the  life  of  the  human  family,  by  about  the  apparent  diameter  of  the 
moon,  and  that  astronomers,  "detecting  some  irregularities  in  its 
motion,  have  been  convinced  that  it  had  a  non-luminous  companion 
star,  since  their  telescopes  could  not  detect  it.  But  Mr.  Clark,  with  his 
new  aud  powerful  achromatic  telescope,  has  found  this  neighbor  of 
Sirius,  hitherto  invisible,  and  verified  the  conclusions  to  which  astron- 
omers had  been  led  by  reasoning  on  the  facts  they  had  ascertained.

The  Asteroids.— About  one  hundred  little  planets,  called  Aste 
roids,  have  been  discovered,  whose  orbits  are  between  Mars  and  Jupi 
ter.  Every  year  discoveries  are  made  among  them.  Some  of  them  are 
so  exceedingly  small,  that  it  might  seem  inappropriate  to  call  them  plan- 
ets or  worlds.  But  any  solid  body  having  an  orbit,  if  it  be  no  larger  than 
a  cannon-ball,  is  entitled  to  rank  as  a  world.  A  vast  number  of  these 
may  exist  between  Mars  and  Jupiter,  which  will  never  be  discovered 
because  of  their  littleness,  indeed,  this  maybe  said  of  all  the  inter- 
orbital  spaces  in  the  solar  system.  Asteroidal  bodies  appear  to  be 
revolving:  around  the  Sun,  in  orbits  not  far  from  that  of  the  Earth. 
Others,  also,  rerolve  around  the  Eartli  like  the  Moon,  attending  our 
planet  as  invisible  satellites.  The  Aerolites,  or  falling  masses  of  stones, 
are  really  Asteroids,  whose  orbits  cross  the  Earth's  track,  or  else  wind 
spiraliy  inward,  as  a  consequence  of  the  Earth's  superior  attraction. 
When  one  of  these  bodies  and  the  Earth  approach  each  other,  at  the 
intersection  of  their  orbits,  the  former  must  strike  upon  the  Earth, 
representing  a  miniature  collision  of  worlds. 

Water  deposited  by  ISai§i.— One  inch  depth  of  rain  falling  on 
an  acre  of  ground  will  amount  in  all  to  220,225  gallons,  or  about  100 
tons  in  weight.

True  Time. — Two  kinds  of  time  are  used  in  almanacs — clock  or 
mean  time  in  some,  and  apparent  or  sun  time  in  others.     Clock  time  is 
always  right,  while  suji  time  varies  every  day.    People  generally  sup- 
pose it  is  twelve  o'clock  when  the  sun  is  due  south,  or  at  a  properly- 
j  made  noon-mark.    But  this  is  a  mistake.    The  sun  is  seldom  on  the 
I  meridian  at  twelve  o'clock :   indeed,  tils  is  the  case  only  on  four  days 
!  of  the  year — namely,  April  15,  June  15,  September  1  and  December  24. 
j  In  this  almanac,  as  in  most  other  almanacs,  the  time  used  is  clock  time. 

"Unsuspected  Sources  of  Heat. — Not  only  do  the  stars  fill  the 
!  night  with  beauty  by  their  radiant  light,  but  it  is  now  ascertained 

that  the  most  brilliant  give  out  a  perceptible  amount  of  heat.  Through 
I  the  agency  of  a  delicate  instrument  called  the  galvanometer,  and  the 

telescope,  it  is  easy  to  register  the  amount  of  heat  given  out  by  several 
i  of  the  starry  orbs.  It  is  a  singular  fact,  that,  though  the  full  moon 
i  so  far  outshines  them,  the  same  instrument  will  accord  scarcely  a  trace 

of  heat  from  the  luminary  that  shines  with  reflected  light. 

The  Roman  names  of  the  months,  as  settled  by  Augustus,  have  been

•Arrangement  of  the  T'eai's.—  The  length  of  the  year  is  the 
time  required  for  the  revolution  of  the  earth  around  the  sun — namely. 
365  days,  5  hours,  48  minutes.  49  seconds,  and  7  tenths  of  a  second. 
But,  for  convenience  in  reckoning,  it  is  necessary  to  make  the  year 
terminate  with  a  whole  day  instead  of  a  fraction.  About  45  years  be- 
fore Christ,  Julius  Caesar,  taught  by  Sosigenes,  an  Alexandrian  philos- 
opher, decreed  that,  for  the  purpose  of  absorbing  the  odd  hours,  every 
fourth  year  should  consist  of  366  days.  A  day  in  February,  the  sixth 
before  the  calends  of  March  (sexti/is),  was  to  be  repeated  in  that  fourth 
year;  and  each  fourth  year  was  thus  to  be  bissextile,  as  if  we  were  to 
reckon  the  23d  of  February  twice  over.  Therefore,  every  year  the 
number  of  which  is  divisible  by  4  without  a  remainder  is  leap  year. 
Seeing  that  a  day  every  fourth  year  is  too  much  by  11  minutes, 
10  seconds,  and  3  tenths  of  a  second,  the  beginning  of  the  year 
moved  onward,  and  the  natural  time  fell  behind  the  reckoning 
In  1582  there  had  been  an  over-reckoning  of  ten  days,  the  vernal 
equinox  falling  on  the  11th  of  March.  To  correct  the  error,  the 
5th  of  October  that  year  was  reckoned  as  the  15th;  and  to  keep 
the  year  right  in  future,  the  overplus  being  18  hours,  37  minutes, 
and  10  seconds  in  a  century,  it  was  agreed  that  every  centurial 
year  that  could  not  be  divided  by  400  (1700,  1800.  1900,  2100,  2200.  &c.) 
should  not  be  bissextile,  as  it  otherwise  would  be;  thus  dropping  the

extra  day  three  times  every  four  hundred  years.  The  Gregorian  or 
New  Style,  as  it  was  called,  readily  obtained  sway  in  Catholic,  but  not 
in  Protestant  countries.  It  was  adopted  in  Britain  in  1752,  the  dis- 
crepancy amounting  then  to  eleven  days.  By  act  of  Parliament,  the 
third  of  September  that  year  was  reckoned  the  14th,  and  three  of  every 
four  of  the  centurial  years  were  not  to  be  bissextile  or  leap-years.  It 
has  consequently  arisen — 1800  not  having  been  a  leap-year — that  New 
and  Old  Styles  now  differ  by  twelve  days,  our  first  of  January  being 
equivalent  to  the  13th  Old  Style.  In  Russia  alone,  of  all  Christian 
countries,  is  the  Old  Style  still  retained;  wherefore  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  one  writing  in  that  country  to  any  foreign  correspondent,  to

The  act  providing  for  the  change  of  style  in  England 
provided  that  the  legal  year  should  commence,  not  on  the  25th  of 
March,  but  on  the  1st  of  January,  and  a  reformed  plan  of  the  calendar, 
together  with  new  davs  for  fairs,  markets,  &c,  occupies  several  pages  of 
the  statute.  The  traditional  saying  yet  in  vogue,  that  March  conies  in 
like  a  lion  and  goes  out  like  a  lamb,  was  originated  while  the  last  day 
of  March  was  what  is  now,  by  the  changed  style,  the  12th  of  April.

JVames  of  Bays  of  the  IfVc/r.—  The  Week  (Anglo-Saxon,  v,eoc ) 
occurs  fifty-two  times  in  the  year,  with  one  day  over,  and  in  leap-year 
two  days;  hence,  any  day  of  the  month  falls  a  day  later  in  the  week, 
year  after  year,  and  two  days  later,  in  leap-year.  Every  twenty-eighth 
year,  however,  the  days  of  the  month  and  week  coincide.  This  division 
of  time  is  derived  from  the  Hebrews,  and  elates  as  far  as  the  days  of  Mo- 
ses, as  seen  in  the  Decalogue.  It  was  adopted  by  the  Romans,  in  the 
reign  of  Theodosius.  They  gave  to  the  days  the  names  in  use  among  the 
Egyptians,  by  whom  they  were  called  for  the  Sun,  Moon,  and  principal 
planets.  The  Roman  names  compare  thus  with  the  Saxon  and  English  : 
roman— Dies  Solis saxon— Sunnandaeg.  .English— Sunday.

Ijength  and  Watties  of  the  •llonths.— The  month  is  strictly  29 
days,  12  hours,  44  minutes,  3  seconds;  and  twelve  such  periods,  and 
rather  less  than  11  days  over,  occur  in  a  year.  From  an  early  period 
efforts  were  made  to  arrange  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  revolu- 
tions of  the  moon ;  but  they  all  failed  until  Julius  Caasar  reformed  the 
calendar,  by  establishing  the  system  of  three  years  of  365  followed 
by  one  (bissextile)  of  366  days,  and  decreed  that  the  months  should 
consist  of  31  and  30  days  alternately,  in  the  bissextile  or  leap-year.  In 
ordiuary  years,  consisting  of  one  day  less,  his  arrangement  gave  29 
days  to  "February.  Afterward,  his  successor,  Augustus,  had  the  eighth 
of  the  series  called  for  himself,  and  from  vanity  broke  up  the  regu- 
larity of  Caesar's  arrangement  by  taking  another  day  from  February  to 
add  to  his  own  month,  that  it  might  not  be  shorter  than  July:  a 
change  which  led  to  a  shift  of  October  and  December  for  September 
and  November  as  months  of  31  days.  In  this  arrangement,  the  year 
has  since  remained  in  all  Christian  countries,  and  the  Roman  names 
of  the  months  have  been  used  in  all  Christian  countries  but  Holland. 


THE    TIDE§. 

The  "phenomena  of  the  Tides  were  known  to,  and  were  described 
with  considerable  accuracy  by.  the  ancients,  even  though  their  observa- 
tions were  confined  to  seas  in  which  the  tidal  wave  was  the  least  con- 
spicuous. Aristotle,  among  other  early  writers,  mentions  that  the 
tides  always  followed  the  changes  of  the  moon,  and  notes  that  they 
were  less  observable  in  small  than  in  large  seas.  These  facts  were 
mere  matters  of  observation  which  could  hardly  be  supposed  to  have 
long  escaped  the  notice  of  a  thinking  people,  but  it  was  not  until  the 
discovery  by  Sir  Isaac  Newton  of  the  law  of  universal  gravitation  that 
the  phenomena  of  the  tides  were  fully  and  satisfactorily  explained. 

In  order  to  understand  the  action  of  the  moon  on  our  earth  as  a 
tide-producing  body,  we  will  suppose  that  the  earth  consists  of  a 
smooth  sphere,  covered  all  over  with  water  of  a  uniform  depth,  and 
that  both  bodies  are  at  rest  with  respect  to  each  other;  then  the  at- 
traction of  the  moon  on  the  water  nearest  to  her  will  be  greater  than 
her  attraction  on  the  solid  earth,  and  will  cause  a  heaping-up  of  the 
water  toward  her.  This  appears  natural  enough,  but  at  first  sight  it 
does  seem  somewhat  paradoxical  that  the  wafer  should  also  be  heaped 
up  in  a  direction  opposite  to  the  moon.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact 
the  water  on  the  side  away  from  the  moon  is  attracted  less  than  the 
solid  ball  of  the  earth,  and  the  latter  is,  as  it  wrere,  drawn  away  from 
the  water,  thus  causing  it  also  to  be  swelled  up,  although  not  quite 
to  the  same  extent  as  on  the  other  side;  because,  its  distance  being 
greater  than  in  the  first  case,  the  moon-attraction  is  less. 

Now  our  water-covered  globe  presents  the  appearance  of  an  orange, 
with  its  major  axis  in  the  direction  of  a  line  joining  the  earth  and 
moon.  In  this  position  it  would  remain  in  equilibrium,  with  constant 
high  water  at  two  opposite  places  and  low  water  on  a  circle  at  right 
angles  to  and  equi-distant  from  these. 

Although  the  sun  is  at  a  very  much  greater  distance  from  the  earth 
than  is  the  moon,  yet,  from  its  very  much  greater  mass,  it  exerts  a 
considerable  influence  in  producing  the  tides  of  the  ocean,  and  acts  on 
the  water  in  precisely  the  same  manner  as  does  the  moon,  producing 
another  spheroid  of  equilibrium,  with  its  major  axis  in  a  line  joining 
the  earth  and  sun.  The  heaping-up  of  the  waters  due  to  the  sun  is 
two  fifths  of  that  due  to  the  moon ;  and  if  the  sun  and  moon,  as  seen 
from  the  earth,  were  separated  by  an  angle  of  90°,  we  should  have 
the  axes  of  our  wave  spheroids  separated  by  that  quantity,  and  (if  the 
three  bodies  were  at  rest  with  respect  to  each  other)  so  they  would 
remain  to  the  end  of  time.  But  since  these  conditions  do  not  obtain 
in  nature,  and  the  earth,  moon  and  sun,  instead  of  being  at  rest  with 
regard  to  each  other,  are  constantly  changing  their  relative  positions 
and  distances  (the  earth  at  the  same  time  revolving  on  her  axis),  these 
motions  never  give  the  water  time  to  assume  the  spheroidal  shape. 
Instead  of  this,  an  imperfect  form  of  it  travels  round  the  globe  in  a 
lunar  day,  which,  being  about  50  minutes  less  than  the  solar  day, 
causes  the  tides  to  come  later  each  successive  day  by  about  that  quan- 
tity. It  will  be  seen  from  what  has  been  already  said  that,  when  the 
sun,  moon  and  earth  are  in  the  same  straight  line,  the  solar  and  lunar 
waves  are  coincident — that  is,  the  sun  and  moon  are  acting  in  con- 
cert— and  the  consequence  will  be  that  the  tides  about  this  time  will 
rise  higher  and  fall  lower  than  they  do  when  the  sun  and  moon  are  at 
right  angles  to  each  other.  When  this  latter  condition  obtains,  their 
action  is  antagonistic,  and  we  have  a  tide  that  never  rises  so  high  nor 
falls  so  low  as  in  the  former  case.  That  is  to  say,  the  highest,  or 
sprhifj,  tides  happen  at  the  full  and  new  moons,  the  lowest,  or  neap, 
at  first  and  last  quarters, 

The  great  height  to  which  the  water  rises  in  some  of  our  estuaries 
and  tidal  rivers  is  not  due  directly  to  the  action  of  the  sun  and  moon, 
but  to  the  tidal  wave  of  the  ocean,  which,  rising  at  the  months  of 
rivers,  causes  the  water  to  rush  up  t  he  channel  with  very  great  violence, 
where,  as  in  the  Severn,  England,  it  is  suddenly  narrowed.

!  have  a  better  chance  of  life  than  men;  but  beyond  that  period  the 
chauces  are  equal.  Sixty-five  persons  out  of  one  thousand  marry.  The 
months  of  June  and  December  are  those  in  Avhich  marriages  are  most 
frequent.  Children  born  in  spring  are  generally  stronger  1han  those 
born  in  other  seasons.  Births  and  deaths  chiefly  occur  at  night.  The 
number  of  men  able  to  bear  arms  is  but  one  eighth  of  the  population.

In  1622,  Mason  and  Gorges  jointly  had  a  grant  of  the  land  from 
Merrimack  river  to  the  Kennebec  river,  and  in  1623,  the  first  settle- 
ments were  commenced  at  Portsmouth  and  at  Dover.  In  1629  the 
grant  was  divided,  and  a  separate  grant  was  made  to  Mason  of  that  | 
part  west  of  the  Piscataqua  river,  called  New-Hampshire,  and  to  Gorges  I 
of  the  part  east  of  the  Piscataqua,  called  Maine.  In  1641  Massachusetts  j 
extended  her  jurisdiction  over  New-Hampshire  and  maintained  her  : 
authority  there  till  1679,  when  the  case  being  brought  before  the  highest 
Court  of  Appeal  in  England  on  Provincial  matters,  it  was  decided  that 
the  claim  of  Massachusetts  was  illegal,  and  New-Hampshire  was  con- 
stituted a  separate  province.  In  1636,  the  charter  of  Massachusetts 
having  been  annulled,  New- Hampshire,  Maine,  Massachusetts  and  Nar- , 
ragansett  were  united  in  cue  Royal  Province,  under  President  Dudley,  \ 
and  afterward  under  Governor  Andros.  In  1689,  upon  news  of  the  . 
revolution  in  England,  the  Government  of  Andros  was  overturned,  \ 
and  Massachusetts  assumed  her  old  charter.  Some  of  the  people  of < 
New-Hampshire  petitioned  Massachusetts  to  be  received  under  her  j 
government  and  protection  till  orders  should  come  from  England,  to 
which  Massachusetts  assented,  and  exercised  a  merely  nominal  au- 
thority there.  In  1692,  the  province  of  New- Hampshire  was  re-estab-  j 
lished,  and  ever  alter  remained  a  separate  province.  In  some  cases  the  I 
same  person  was  Governor  of  New-Hampshire  and  Massachusetts,  but  j 
the  governments  were  not  connected.  The  legislatures,  laws,  courts] 
and  officers,  civil  and  military,  were  entirely  distinct.  The  line  between 
the  provinces  remained  in  dispute  till  1741,  when  it  was  finally  settled, 
as  it  now  remains.

Note.  The  Lt.  Governors,  after  1741,  are  not  known  to  have  acted 
as  chief  magistrates,  the  Governors  being  residents  of  the  province. 
Before  that,  when  the  Governor  was  resident  in  Massachusetts,  the 
Lt.  Governors  claimed  to  be  chief  magistrates,  and  often  acted  as 
such  when  the  Governor  was  out  of  the  province. 

In  .May,  1775,  the  Royal  Governor  withdrew,  and  the  province  was 
governed  by  a  convention,  of  which  Matthew  Thornton  was  President :

General  Court.  Members  of  both  houses  are  chosen  annually. 
Senators,  12  in  number,  must  be  30  years  old,  inhabitants  of  their 
districts,  and  have  been  inhabitants  of  the  State  for  seven  years. 
Senatorial  districts  are  set  off  according  to  the  portion  of  "direct 
taxes  paid  by  the  said  districts.  In  case  of  non-election  in  any 
senatorial  district,  the  General  Court  chooses  one  of  the  two  per- 
sons having  the  highest  number  of  votes.  Representatives  must 
be  inhabitants  of  their  district,  and  have  been,  for  two  years  next 
preceding  election,  inhabitants  of  the  State.  Every  town,  &c,  having 
150  ratable  male  polls  21  years  old,  may  choose  one  representative; 
and  every  300  such  polls  additional  shall  entitled  the  town  to 
another  representative. 

Election  of  Representatives.  Chap.  33,  Sec.  1.  A  meeting  for  the 
election  of  representatives  to  the  general  court,  in  towns  not  classed, 
shall  be  holdeu  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  annually;  but  if  the 
election  of  the  requisite  number  shall  not  be  effected  on  that  day,  the 
meeting  may  be  adjourned  to,  and  the  election  of  the  number  deficient 
made  on.  the  following  day,  but  not  afterward. 

Sec.  2.  The  certificate  of  election  shall  be  made  out,  certified,  and 
signed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  returns  of  votes  for  governor;  and 
the  town-clerk  shall  also  certify  tjaat  the  check-list  was  duly  posted 
and  used  during  the  balloting  on  which  such  representative  was 
chosen,  the  number  of  ratable  polls  in  such  town,  and  the  number  of 
voters  upon  the  check-list,  as  corrected  on  the  day  of  such  annual 
meeting. 

Sec.  6.  A  meeting  for  the  election  of  representatives  of  classed 
towns  may  be  holden  on  any  day  in  March,  except  the  second  Tuesday 
thereof. 

ACT,  approved  July  14,  1871,  in  relation  to  the  check  list  used  at  an- 
nual town-meetings,  and  the  names  of  ratable  polls  on  the  back 
thereof. 

Section  1.  The  selectmen  of  every  town  and  ward  shall  take  and 
subscribe,  on  the  back  of  the  check-list  used  at  the  annual  meeting,  at 
the  time  when  they  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  such  town  and 
ward,  the  following  oath,  which  may  be  taken  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  or  notary  public,  or  before  such  clerk,  the  blanks  in  the  same  be- 
ing first  properly  filled  :  We,  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  or  ward,  of , 

do  solemnly  swear  that,  according  to  our  best  knowledge,  the  within 
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list  contains  the  names  of  those  persons  only  who  were  by  actual  resi- 
dence legal  voters  in  said ,  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  and  that  the 

names  of  those  persons  only,  who  were  not  then  legal  voters,  but  were 

actual  residents  and  ratable  polls  in  said ,  are  entered  upon  the  back 

of  said  list.     So  help  us  God. 

Sec.  2.  The  magistrate  or  clerk  before  whom  said  oath  is  taken,  shall 
make  on  the  back  of  said  check-list  a  certificate  thereof;  and  any  se- 
lectman who  shall  swear  falsely  in  taking  said  oath,  shall  be  taken  and 
deemed  to  be  guilty  of  willful  and  corrupt  perjury,  aud  be  liable  to  the 
punishment  prescribed  therefor. 

Sec.  3.  In  making  out  the  certificate  of  any  representative  from  any 
town  or  ward,  the  clerk  shall  certify  whether  or  not  the  foregoiug  oath 
was  taken  and  subscribed  by  the  selectmen  on  the  back  of  the  check- 
list used  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  In  determining  the  number  of  representatives  to  which  any 
town  or  ward  is  entitled,  every  male  inhabitant  thereiu  who  is  a  voter, 
and  any  other  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upward,  and 
who  is  liable  or  subjected  by  law  to  a  poll-tax,  shall  be  considered  a 
ratable  poll. 

Sec.  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  Judiciary  consists  of  Supreme  Court,  Courts  Probate,  and 
Justices  Peace.  All  judees  are  nominated  and  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.  Term  of  office  expires  at  age  of  70.  Justices 
ofPeace  are  appointed  for  rive  years,  and  have  jurisdiction  in  cases 
below  $13.33.    Clerks  of  courts  are  appointed  by  courts. 

The  Governor  is  chosen  annually,  by  a  majority  of  votes ;  or,  in  case 
of  no  choice  by  the  people,  the  General  Court,  in  joint  ballot,  elects 
one  of  the  two  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes.  The 
qualifications  for  Governor  are  the  same  as  for  Senators.  In  case  of 
the  death  or  disability  of  the  Governor,  the  office  is  rilled  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate.  The  Council  consists  of  live  Councillors, 
elected  annually,  for  advising  the  Governor  in  the  executive  part 
of  government.  The  qualifications  for  Councilors  are  the  same  as 
for  Senators,  and  vacancies  are  tilled  as  in  the  Senate.  The  Governor 
convenes  the  Council,  and  their  resolutions  and  advice  are  recorded 
in  a  register,  and  signed  by  those  agreeing  thereto.  The  Governor 
and  Council  nominate  and  appoint  all  judicial  officers,  the  attorney- 
general,  and  solicitors,  sheriffs,  coroners,  registers  of  probate,  arid 
general  field  officers  of  militia.  The  Governor  and  Council  have  a 
negative  on  each  other,  both  in  the  nominations  and  appointments. 
The  administrative  officers  of  the  State  are:  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Commissary-General,  who  are  chosen  by  joint  ballot  of  the 
General  Court.  County  treasurers,  registers  of  deeds  and  commis- 
sioners, are  elected  by  the  voters  in  the  several  counties. 


Voters9  Right*  and  Qualifications  in  New-Hampshire. 

The  General  Statutes,  chap.  27,  provide,  that  (Sec.  1)  Every  male 
inhabitant  of  a  town,  in  which  he  dwells  and  has  his  home,  being  a 
native  or  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one  years  of 
age  and  upward  (excepting  paupers  and  persons  excused  from  paying 
taxes  at  their  own  request),  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  at  any  meeting. 

Secs.  2,  3  and  4,  provide— No  person  a  pauper,  unless  he  (or  his 
family)  has  been  assisted  by  the  town  within  ninety  days  prior  to  the 
meeting  at  which  he  claims  a  right  to  vote;  and  no  person  (otherwise 
B  legal  voter)  to  be  deprived  of  a  right  to  vote  because  excused  from 
paying  taxes  at  his  own  request,  if  he  tender  to  some  proper  person 
payment  for  all  taxes  assessed  against  him  during  the  year,  or  ex- 
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penses  incurred  in  assisting  him.  within  ninety  days,  by  the  town, 
before  offering  his  vote. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  a  rightful  voter  unless  he  shall  have  resided 
within  such  town  six  months  prior  to  day  of  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  A  residence  acquired  in  any  town  shall  not  be  lost  by  a  tem- 
porary absence  therefrom  with  intention  of  returning  there  to  as  home. 

Sec.  8.  A  person  voting  in  any  town  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
elected  such  town  as  his  legal  residence  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  and 
shall  be  disqualified  from  voting  in  any  other  town,  until  a  new  res- 
idence is  gained  as  herein  before  provided.

BILL  OF  RIGHTS. 

Article  1.  All  men  are  born  equally  free  and  independent; 
therefore,  all  government  of  right  originates  from  the  people,  is 
founded  in  consent,  and  instituted  for  the  general  good. 

Art.  2.  All  men  have  certain  natural,  essential  and  inherent 
'rights;  among  which  are  the  enjoying  and  defending  life  and 
;  liberty— acquiring,  possessing  and  protecting  property— and,  in  a 
1  word,  of  seeking  and  obtaining  happiness. 

Art.  3.  When  men  enter  into  a  state  of  society  they  surrender 
some  of  their  natural  rights  to  that  society,  in  order  to  insure 
the  protection  of  others;  and  without  such  an  equivalent  the 
surrender  is  void. 

Art.  4.  Among  the  natural  rights,  some  are  in  their  very  na- 
ture unalienable,  because  no  equivalent  can  be  given  or  received 
for  them.    Of  this  kind  are  the  rights  of  conscience. 

Art.  5.  Every  individual  has  a  natural  and  unalienable  right  to 
worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience  and 
reason;  and  no  subject  shall  be  hurt,  molested  or  restrained  in  his 
person,  liberty  or  estate,  for  worshiping  God  in  the  manner  and 
season  most  agreeable  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  or  lor 
his  religious  profession,  sentiments  or  persuasion;  provided  he 
doth  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  or  disturb  others  in  their  relig- 
ious worship. 

Art.  6.  As  morality  and  piety,  rightly  grounded  on  evangelical 
principles,  will  give  the  best  and  greatest  security  to  government, 
and  will  lay  in  the  hearts  of  men  the  strongest  obligations  to  due 
subjection;  and  as  the  knowledge  of  these  is  most  likely  to  be 
propagated  through  a  society  by  the  institution  of  the  public  wor- 
ship of  the  Deitv,  and  of  public  instruction  in  morality  and  relig- 
ion; therefore,  to  promote  those  important  purposes,  the  people 
of  this  State  have  a  right  to  empower,  and  do  hereby  fully  em- 
power, the  Legislature  to  authorize,  from  time  to  time,  the  several 
towns,  parishes,  bodies  corporate,  or  religious  societies  within 
this  State,  to  make  adequate  provision,  at  their  own  expense,  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  public  protestant  teachers  of  piety, 
religion  and  morality: 

Prodded,  notwithstanding ,  That  the  several  towns,  parishes, 
bodies  corporate,  or  religious  societies,  shall  at  all  times  have  the 
exclusive  right  of  electing  their  own  public  teachers,  and  of  contract- 
ing with  them  for  their  support  and  maintenance.  And  no  person, 
of  any  one  particular  religious  sect  or  denomination,  shall  ever  be 
compelled  to  pay  toward  the  support  of  the  teacher  or  teachers  of 
another  persuasion,  sect,  or  denomination. 

And  every  denomination  of  Christians,  demeaning  themselves 
quietly,  and  as  good  subjects  of  the  State,  shall  be  equally  under 
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the  protection  of  the  law;  and  no  subordination  of  any  one  sect  or 
denomination  to  another  shall  ever  be  established  by  law. 

And  nothing  herein  shall  be  understood  to  affect  any  former  con- 
tracts made  for  the  support  of  the  ministry;  but  all  such  contracts 
shall  remain  and  be  in  the  same  state  as  if  this  constitution  had  not 
been  made. 

Art.  7.  The  people  of  this  State  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right 
of  governing  themselves  as  a  free,  sovereign  and  independent  State, 
and  do,  and  for  ever  hereafter  shall  exercise  and  enjoy  every  power, 
jurisdiction  and  right  pertaining  thereto,  which  is  not  or  may  not 
hereafter  be  by  them  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  Congress  assembled. 

|  Art.  8.  All  power  residing  originally  in,  and  being  derived  from 
the  people,  all  the  magistrates  and  ofiicers  of  government  are  their 
substitutes  and  agents,  and  at  all  times  accountable  to  them. 

Art.  9.  No  office  or  place  whatsoever  in  government  shall  be 
hereditary— the  abilities  and  integrity  requisite  in  all  not  being 
transmissible  to  posterity  or  relations. 

Art.  10.  Government  being  instituted  for  the  common  benefit, 
protection  and  security  of  the  whole  community,  and  not  for  the 
private  interest  or  emolument  of  any  one  man,  family,  or  class  of 
men;  therefore,  whenever  the  ends  of  government  are  perverted, 
and  public  liberty  manifestly  endangered,  and  all  other  means  of 
redress  are  ineffectual,  the  people  may,  and  of  right  ought  to,  reform 
the  old,  or  establish  a  new  government.  The  doctrine  of  non-resist- 
ance against  arbitrary  power  and  oppression  is. absurd,  slavish, 
and  destructive  of  the  good  and  happiness  of  mankind. 

Art.  11.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free,  and  every  inhabitant  of 
the  State,  having  the  proper  qualifications,  has  equal  right  to  elect 
and  be  elected  into  office. 

Art.  12.  Every  member  of  the  community  has  a  right  to  be  pro- 
tected by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and  property.  He 
is  therefore  bound  to  contribute  his  share  in  the  expense  of  such 
protection,  and  to  yield  his  personal  service  when  necessary,  or  an 
equivalent.  But  no  part  of  a  man's  property  shall  be  taken  from 
him  or  applied  to  public  uses,  without  his  own  consent,  or  that  of 
the  representative  body  of  the  people.  Nor  are  the  inhabitants  of; 
this  State  controllable  by  any  other  laws  than  those  to  which  they, 
or  their  representative  body,  have  given  their  consent. 

Art.  13.  No  person  who  is  conscientiously  scrupulous  about  the 
lawfulness  of  bearing  arms,  shall  be  compelled  thereto,  provided 
he  will  pay  an  equivalent. 

Art.  14.  Every  subject  of  this  State  is  entitled  to  a  certain 
remedy,  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws  for  all  injuries  he  may  re- 
ceive in  his  person,  property  or  character,  to  obtain  right  and  jus- 
tice freely,  without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it;  completely,  and 
without  any  denial;  promptly,'and  without  any  delay ;  conformably 
I  to  the  laws. 

Art.  15.  No  subject  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crime  or 
offense  until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially  and  form 
ally  described  to  him;  or  be  compelled  to  accuse  or  furnish  evidence 
against  himself.  And  every  subject  shall  have  a  right  to  produce 
I  all  proofs  that  may  be  favorable  to  himself;  to  meet  the  witnesses 
against  him  face  to  face,  and  to  be  fullv  heard  in  his  defense  by 
j  himself  and  counsel.  And  no  subject  shall  be  arrested,  imprisoned, 
despoiled,  or  deprived  of  his  property,  immunities  or  privileges, 
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put  out  of  the  protection  of  the  law,  exiled  or  deprived  of  his  life, 
liberty  or  estate,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of 
the  land. 

Art.  16.  No  subject  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried,  after  an  acquittal,  \ 
for  the  same  crime  or  offense.  Nor  shall  the  Legislature  make  any 
law  that  shall  subject  any  person  to  a  capital  punishment  (excepting, 
for  the  government  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  militia  in  actual  j 
service)  without  trial  by  jury. 

Art.  17.  In  criminal  prosecutions,  the  trial  of  the  facts  in  the 
vicinity  where  they  happen  is  so  essential  to  the  security  of  the 
life,  liberty  and  estate  of  the  citizen,  that  no  crime  or  offense  ought  j 
to  be  tried  in  any  other  county  than  that  in  which  it  is  committed ;  | 
except,  in  cases  of  general  insurrection  in  any  particular  county,: 
when  it  shall  appear  to  the  judge  of  the  superior  court  than  an  im- 
partial trial  can  not  be  had  in  the  county  where  the  offense  may  be 
committed,  and  upon  their  report,  the  Legislature  shall  thinl? 
proper  to  direct  the  trial  in  the  nearest  county  in  which  an  im- 
partial trial  can  be  obtained. 

Art.  18.  All  penalties  ought  to  be  proportioned  to  the  nature  of 
the  offense.  No  wise  Legislature  will  affix  the  same  punishment  to 
the  crimes  of  theft,  forgery,  and  the  like,  which  they  do  to  those  of, 
murder  and  treason.  Where  the  same  undistinguishing  severity  i 
ex*erted  against  all  offenses,  the  people  are  led  to  forget  the  real  i 
distinction  in  the  crimes  themselves,  and  to  commit  the  most  fla- 
grant with  as  little  compunction  as  they  do  the  lightest  offenses.! 
For  the  same  reason  a  multitude  of  sanguinary  laws  is  both  im- 
politic and  unjust;  the  true  design  of  all  punishments  being  to 
reform,  not  to  exterminate  mankind. 

Art.  19.  Every  subject  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all  unreason 
able  searches  and  seizures  of  his  person,  his  houses,  his  papers,  and 
all  his  possessions.  Therefore,  all  warrauts  to  search  suspected 
places,  or  arrest  a  person  for  examination  or  trial,  in  prosecutions 
for  criminal  matters,  are  contrary  to  this  right  if  the  cause  or  foun- 
dation of  them  be  not  previously  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation; 
and  if  the  order,  in  a  warrant  to  a  civil  officer,  to  make  search  in 
suspected  places,  or  to  arrest  one  or  more  suspected  persons,  or  to 
seize  their  property,  be  not  accompanied  with  a  special  designation 
of  the  persons  or  object  of  search,  arrest  or  seizure;  and  no  war- 
rant ought  to  be  issued  but  in  cases  and  with  the  formalities  pie- 
scribed  by  law. 

Art.  20.  In  all  controversies  concerning  property,  and  in  all 
suits  between  two  or  more  persons,  except  in  cases  in  which  it  has 
been  heretofore  otherwise  used  and  practiced,  the  panics  have  a 
right  to  trial  by  jury;  and  this  method  of  procedure  shall  be  held 
sacred  unless,  in  cases  arising  on  the  high  seas,  and  such  as  relate! 
to  mariners'  wages,  the  Legislature  shall  think  it  necessary  here- 
aiter  to  alter  it. 

Art.  21.  In  order  to  reap  the  fullest  advantage  of  the  inestimable 
privilege  of  the  trial  by  jury,  great  care  ought  to  be  taken  that  none 
but  qualified  persons  should  bo  appointed  to  serve;  and  such  ought 
to  [be]  fully  compensated  for  their  travel,  time,  and  attendance. 

Art.  22.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the  security  of  free- 
dom in  a  State;  it  ought,  therefore,  to  be  inviolably  preserved. 

Art.  23.  Retrospective  laws  are  highly  injurious,  oppressive  and 
unjust.  No  such  laws,  therefore,  should  be  made,  either  for  the 
decision  of  civil  causes,  or  the  punishment  of  offenses. 
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Art.  24.  A  well  regulated  militia  is  the  proper,  natural  and  sure 
defense  of  a  State. 

Art.  25-  Standing  armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  ought 
not  to  be  raised  or  kept  up,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature.' 
Art.  26.  In  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  the  military  ought  to  be 
under  strict  subordination  to,  and  governed  by,  the  civil  power. 

Art.  27.  No  soldier,  in  time  of  peace,  shall  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  and  in  time  of  war  such 
i  quarters  ought  not  to  be  made  but  by  the  civil  magistrate,  in  a1 
manner  ordained  by  the  Legislature. 

Art.  28.  No  subsidy,  charge,  tax,  impost  or  duty  shall  be  estab- 
lished, fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any  pretext  whatsoever,  without 
the  consent  of  the  people,  or  their  representatives  in  the  Legisla-, 
ture,  or  authority  derived  from  that  body. 

Art.  29.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execution  of 
them,  ought  never  to  be  exercised  but  by  the  Legislature,  or  by  au-; 
thority  derived  therefrom,  to  be  exercised  in  such  particular  cases 
only  as  the  Legislature  shall  expressly  provide  for. 

Art.  30.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech  and  debate,  in 
either  house  of  the  Legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the  rights  of  t he- 
people,  that  it  can  not  be  the  foundation  of  any  action,  complaint 
or  prosecution,  in  any  other  court  or  place  whatsoever. 

Art.  31.  The  Legislature  shall  assemble  for  the  redress  of  public 
grievances,  and  for  making  such  laws  as  the  public  good  may  require. 
Art.  32.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and  peaceable 
manner,  to  assemble  and  consult  upon  the  common  good,  give 
instruction  to  their  representatives,  and  to  request  of  the  legisla- 
tive body,  by  way  of  petition  or  remonstrance,  redress  of  the 
wrongs  done  them,  and  the  grievances  they  sutler. 
I  Art.  33.  No  magistrate  or  court  of  law  shall  demand  excessive 
|  bail  or  sureties,  impose  excessive  fines,  or  inflict  cruel  or  unsual 
I  punishment. 

Art.  34.  No  person  can  in  any  case  be  subjected  to  law-martial, 
|  or  to  any  pains  or  penalties  by  virtue  of  that  iaw,  except  those  em- 
!  ployed  in  the  army  or  navy,  and  except  the  militia  in  actual  ser- 
|  vice,  but  by  authority  of  the  Legislature. 

j  Art.  35.  It  is  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rights  of  every 
!  individual,  his  life,  liberty  property,  and  character,  that  there  be 
an  impartial  interpretation  of  the  laws  and  administration  of 
justice.  It  is  the  right  of  every  citizen  to  be  tried  by  judges  as  im- 
j  partial  as  the  lot  of  humanity  will  admit.  It  is,  therefore,  not  only 
I  the  best  policy,  but  for  the  securitv  of  the  rights  of  the  people, 
that  the  judges  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  should  hold  their 
I  offices  so  Ion?:  a3  they  behave  well ;  subject,  however,  to  such  limi- 
!  tations  on  account  of  age  as  may  be  provided  by  the  constitution  of 
!  the  State;  and  that  they  should  have  honorable  salaries,  ascer- 
|  tained  and  established  by  standing  laws. 

Art.  36.  Economy  being  a  most  essential  virtue  in  all  States, 
especially  in  a  young  one,  no  pension  should  be  granted  but  in 
consideration  of  actual  services;  and  such  pension  ought  to  be 
,  granted  with  great  caution  by  the  Legislature,  and  never  for  more 
than  one  year  at  a  time. 

I  Art.  3<.  In  the  government  of  this  State,  the  thiee  essential 
powers  thereof,  to  wit,  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial,  ought 
to  be  kept  as  separate  from,  and  independent  of,  each  other,  as  the 
naturo  of  a  freo  government  will  admit,  or  as  is  consistent  with 
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•  that  chain  of  connection  that  binds  the  whole  fabric  of  the  consti- 
tution in  one  indissoluble  bond  of  union  aud  amity. 
I  Art.  38.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental  principles  of 
i  the  constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence  to  justice,  moderation, 
j  temperance,  industry,  frugality,  and  all  the  social  virtues,  are  indis- 
pensably necessary  to  preserve  the  blessings  of  liberty  and  good 
government.  The  people  ought,  therefore,  to  have  a  particular 
regard  to  all  those  principles  in  the  choice  of  their  officers  and 
'representatives;  and  they  have  a  right  to  require  of  their  law- 
givers and  magistrates  an  exact  and  constant  observance  of  them 
,  in  the  formation  and  execution  of  the  laws  necessary  for  the  good 
administration  of  government. 


PART  SECOND. 
FORM  OF  GOVERNMENT. 

1.  The  people  inhabiting  the  territory  formerly  called  the  Prov- 
ince of  New-Hampshire,  do  hereby  solemnly  and  mutually  agree 
with  each  other  to  form  themselves  into  a  free,  sovereign  and  inde- 
pendent body  politic,  or  State,  by  the  name  of  The  State  of 

,  New-Hampshire.

;  2.  The  supreme  legislative  power  within  this  State  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Senate  and  House,  of  Representatives,  each  of  which  shall 

■  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

|     3.  The  Senate  and  House  shall  assemble  every  year,  on  the  first 

;  Wednesday  of  June,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  judge  ne- 
cessary, and  shall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved  seven  days  next  preced- 

;  ing  the  said  first  Wednesday  of  June,  and  shall  be  styled  The  Gen- 

i  eral  Court  of  New-Hampshire. 

I  4.  The  General  Court  shall  forever  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  erect  and  constitute  judicatories  and  courts  of  record,  or  other 
courts,  to  be  holden  in  the  name  of  the  State,  for  the  hearing,  try- 
ing and  determining  all  manner  of  crimes,  offenses,  pleas,  processes, 
plaints,  actions,  causes,  matters  and  things  whatsoever,  arising  or 

:  happening  within  this  State,  or  between  or  concerning  persons  in- 

;  habiting,  or  residing,  or  brought  within  the  same,  whether  the  same 
be  criminal  or  civil,  or  whether  the  crimes  be  capital  or  not  capital, 
and  whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  and  for  the 
awarding  and  issuing  execution  thereon  :  To  which  courts  and  ju- 
dicatories are  hereby  given  and  granted  full  power  and  authority, 
from  time  to  time,  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  for  the  better 
discovery  of  truth  in  any  matter  in  controversy,  or  depending  be- 
fore them. 

!  5.  And  farther,  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  said  General  Court,  from  time  to  time,  to  make,  or- 
dain and  establish  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  orders, 
laws,  statutes,  ordinances,  directions,  and  instructions,  either  with 
penalties  or  without,  so  as  the  same  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary  to 
this  Constitution,  as  they  may  judge  for  the  benefit  and  welfare  of 
this  State,  and  for  the  governing  and  ordering  thereof,  and  of  the 
subjects  of  the  same,  for  the  necessary  support  and  defense  of  the 
government  thereof;  and  to  name  and  settle  annually,  or  provide 
by  fixed  laws,  for  the  naming  and  settling  of  all  civil  officers  within 
this  State ;  such  officers  excepted,  the  election  and  appointment  of 
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whom  are  hereafter  in  this  form  of  government  otherwise  provided 
for;  and  to  set  forth  the  several  duties,  powers  and  limits  of  the 
several  civil  and  military  oilicers  of  this  State,  and  the  forms  of  such 
oaths  or  affirmations  as  shall  be  respectively  administered  unto  them 
for  the  execution  of  their  several  offices  and  places,  so  as  the  same 
be  not  repugnant  or  contrary  to-  this  Constitution;  and  also  to  im- 
pose tines,  mulcts,  imprisonments,  and  other  punishments;  and  to 
impose  and  levy  proportional  and  reasonable  assessments,  rates  and 
taxes  upon  all  the  inhabitants  of,  and  residents  within,  the  said  State, 
and  upon  all  estates  within  the  same;  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of 
by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  Governor  of  this  State  for  the 
time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  for  the  public 
service,  in  the  necessary  defense  and  support  of  the  government  of 
this  State,  and  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  subjects  there- 
of, according  to  such  acts  as  are  or  shall  be  in  force  within  the  same. 

6.  And  while  the  public  charges  of  government,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates  in  the  manner  that 
has  heretofore  been  practiced;  in  order  that  such  assessments  may 
be  made  with  equality,  there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  the  estates 
within  the  State,  taken  anew  once  in  every  five  years  at  least,  and 
as  much  oftener  as  the  General  Court  shall  order. 

7.  No  member  of  the  General  Court  shall  take  fees,  be  of  counsel, 
or  act  as  advocate  in  any  cause  before  either  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature; and  upon  due  proof  thereof  such  member  shall  forfeit  his 
seat  in  the  Legislature. 

8.  The  doors  of  the  galleries  of  each  House  of  the  Legislature 
shall  be  kept  open  to  all  persons  who  behave  decently,  except 
when  the  welfare  of  the  State,  in  the  opinion  of  either  branch, 
shall  require  secresy. 

HOUSE  OP  REPRESENTATIVES. 

9.  There  shall  be  in  the  Legislature  of  this  State  a  representation 
of  the  people,  annually  elected,  and  founded  upon  principles  of 
equality;  and  in  order  that  such  representation  maybe  as  equal 
as  circumstances  will  admit,  every  town,  parish,  or  place  entitled 
to  town  privileges,  having  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  male  polls, 
of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upward,  may  elect  one  representa- 
tive; if  four  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls,  may  elect  two  repre- 
senta'ives;  and  so  proceeding  in  that  proportion,  making  three 
hundred  such  ratable  polls  the  mean  increasing  number  for  every 
additional  representative. 

10.  Such  towns,  parishes  or  places,  as  have  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  ratable  polls,  shall  be  classed  by  the  General  Court 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  representative,  and  seasonably  noti- 
fied thereof.  And  in  every  class  formed  for  the  above  mentioned 
purpose,  the  first  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  town,  parish 
or  place  wherein  most  of  the  ratable  polls  reside;  and  afterward  in 
that  which  has  the  next  highest  number,  and  so  on  annually  by 
rotation,  through  the  several  towns,  parishes  or  places  forming 
the  district. 

11.  Whenever  any  town,  parish  or  place  entitled  to  town  priv- 
ileges as  aforesaid,  shall  not  have  oik-  hundred  and  fifty  ratable 

,  and  be  so  situated  as  to  render  classing  thereof  with  any 
other  town,  parish  or  place  very  inconvenient,  the  General  Court 
in  iv,  upon  application  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  in  such  town, 
parish  or  plnce,  issue  a  writ  for  their  electing  and  sending  a  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Court. 
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12.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  chosen 
annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  and  shall  be  the  second  branch 
of  the  Legislature.  I 

13.  All  persons  qualified  to  vote  in  the  election  of  senators  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  within  the  district  where  they  dwell,  in  the 
choice  of  representatives.  i 

14.  Every  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot ;  and  for  two  years  at  least  next  preceding  his 
election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State,  [shall  have  an 
estate  within  the  district  which  he  may  be  chosen  to  represent,  of 
the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds,  one  half  of  which  to  be  a  free- 
hold, whereof  he  is  seized  in  his  own  right]  *  shall  be  at  the  time  of 
his  election  an  inhabitant  of  the  town,  parish  or  place  he  may 
be  chosen  to  represent;  shall  be  of  the  Rrotestant  religion,  and 
shall  cease  to  represent  such  town,  parish  or  place,  immediately  on 
his  ceasing  to  be  qualified  as  atbresaid. 

15.  The  members  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  com- 
pensated for  their  services  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  by  a 
law  made  lor  that  purpose;  such  members  attending  seasonably, 
and  not  departing  without  license. 

16.  All  intermediate  vacancies  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
may  be  filled,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  same  manner  as  annual 
elections  are  made. 

17.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  grand  inquest  of 
the  State,  and  all  impeachments  made  by  them  shall  be  heard  and 
tried  by  the  Senate. 

18.  All  money  bills  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments,  as 
on  other  bills. 

19.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
themselves,  but  no  longer  than  two  days  at  a  time. 

20.  A  majoritv  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  doing  business;  but  when  less  than  two 
thirds  of  the  representatives  elected  shall  be  present,  the  assent  of 
two  thirds  of  those  members  shall  be  necessary  to  render  their  acts 
and  proceedings  valid. 

21.  No  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  or  Senate  shall 
be  arrested  or  held  to  bail  on  mesne  process,  during  his  going  to, 
returning  from,  or  attendance  upon,  the  Court. 

22.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  own  Speaker, 
appoint  their  own  officers,  and  settle  the  rules  of  the  proceedings 
in  their  ownHouse;  and  shall  be  judge  of  the  returns,  elections  and 
qualifications  of  its  members,  as  pointed  out  in  this  constitution 
They  shall  have  authority  to  punish  by  imprisonment  every  person 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  House  in  its  presence  by 
any  disorderly  and  contemptuous  behavior,  or  by  threatening  or 
ill  treating  any  of  its  members ;  or  by  obstructing  its  deliberations ; 
everv  person  guilty  of  a  breach  of  its  privileges  in  making  arrests 
for  debt,  or  bv  assaulting  any  member  during  his  attendance  at  any 
session;  in  assaulting  or  disturbing  any  one  of  its  officers  in  the 
execution  of  any  order  or  procedure  of  the  House;  in  assaulting 
anv  witness  or  other  person  ordered  to  attend,  by  and  during  his 
attendanceof  the  House,  or  in  rescuing  any  person  arrested  by  order 
of  the  House,  knowing  them  to  be  such. 

23.  The  Senate,  Governor  and  Council,  shall  have  the  same  pow- 

*  See  amendments. 
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|  ers  in  like  cases ;  provided  that  no  imprisonment  by  either,  far  any 
j  offense,  exceed  ten  days. 

24.  The  journals  of  the  proceedings,  and  all  public  acts  of  both 
I  houses  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  printed  and  published  immedi- 
ately after  every  adjournment  or  prorogation;  and  upon  motion 

',  made  by  any  one  member,  the  yeas  and  nays  upon  any  question 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal;  and  any  member  of  the  Senate 
j  or  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  a  right,  on  motion  made  at 
'  the  same  time  for  that  purpose,  to  have  his  protest  or  dissent,  with 
!  the  reasons,  against  any  vote,  resolve  or  bill  passed,  entered  on  the 
journal. 

SENATE. 

25.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  next 
ensuing  their  election. 

26.  And  that  the  State  may  be  equally  represented  in  the  Senate, 
the  Legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time,  divide  the  State  into 
twelve  districts,  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be,  without  dividing  towns 
aud  unincorporated  places;  and  in  making  this  division  they  shall 
govern  themselves  by  the  proportion  of  direct  taxes  paid  by  the 
said  districts,  and  timely  make  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
State  the  limits  of  each  district. 

27.  The  freeholders  and  other  inhabitants  of  each  district,  quali- 
fied as  in  this  constitution  is  provided,  shall  annually  give  in  their 
votes  for  a  senator,  at  some  meeting  holden  in  the  month  of  March. 

28.  The  Senate  shall  be  the  first  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and 
the  Senators  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner:  namely, 
every  male  inhabitant  of  each  town  and  parish  with  town  privi- 

I  leges,  and  places  unincorporated,  in  this  State,  of  twenty-one  years 
|  of  age  and  upward,  excepting  paupers  and  persons  excused  from 
paying  taxes  at  their  own  request,  shall  have  a  right,  at  the  annual 
or  other  meetings  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  towns  and  parishes, 
to  be  duly  warned  and  holden  annually  for  ever  in  the  month  of 
March,  to  vote  in  the  town  or  parish  wherein  he  dwells,  for  the 
senator  in  the  district  whereof  he  is  a  member. 

29.  Provided,  nevertheless,  That  no  person  shall  be  capable  of 
being  elected  a  senator  who  is  not  of  the  Protestant  religion,  [and 
seized  of  a  freehold  estate  in  his  own  right  of  the  value  of  two 
hundred  pounds,  lying  within  the  State]  *  who  is  not  of  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  and  who  shall  not  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this 
State  for  seven  years  immediately  preceding  his  election,  and  at 
the  time  thereof  he  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which 
he  shall  be  chosen.  I 

30.  And  every  person,  qualified  as  the  constitution  provides,  shall 
be  considered  an  inhabitant,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  and  bein« 
elected  into  any  office  or  placo  within  this  State,  in  the  town, 
parish  and  plantation  where  he  dwelleth  and  hath  his  home. 

31.  And  the  inhabitants  of  plantations  and  places  unincorporated, 
qualified  as  tliis  constitution  provides,  who  are  or  shall  be  required 
to  assess  taxes  upon  themselves  toward  the  support  of  government, 

'  or  shall  be  taxed  therefor,  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  voting 
for  senators  in  the  plantations  and  places  wherein  they  reside,  as 
the  inhabitants  of  the  respective  towns  and  parishes  aforesaid  have. 

|  And  the  meetings  of  such  plantations  and  places  for  that  purpose 
shall  be  held  on  annually  in  the  month  of  March,  at  such  places 

*  See  amendments. 
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respectively  therein  as  the  assessors  thereof  shall  direct;  which 
assessors  shall  have  like  authority  for  notifying  the  electors,  col- 
lecting and  returning  the  votes  as  the  selectmen  and  town-clerks 
have  in  their  several  towns  by  this  constitution. 

32.  The  meetings  for  the  choice  of  Governor,  Council,  and  Sena- 
tors, shall  be  warned  by  warrant  from  the  selectmen,  and  governed 
by  a  moderator,  who  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  selectmen  (whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  attend),  in  open  meeting,  receive  the  votes  of  all 
the  inhabitants  of  such  towns  and  parishes  present,  and  qualified 
to  vote  for  senators ;  and  shall,  in  said  meetings,  in  presence  of  the 
said  selectmen  and  of  the  town-clerk  in  said  meetings,  sort  and  count 
the  said  votes,  and  make  a  public  declaration  thereof,  with  the  name 
of  every  person  voted  for,  and  the  number  of  votes  for  each  person ; 
and  the  town-clerk  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  same  at  large,  in 
the  town  book,  and  shall  make  out  a  fair  attested  copy  thereof,  to  be 
by  him  sealed  up  and  directed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  with  a 
superscription  expressing  the  purport  thereof;  and  the  said  town- 
clerk  shall  cause  such  attested  copy  to  be  delivered  to  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  in  which  said  town  or  parish  shall  lie,  thirty  days 
at  least  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  or  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  said  first  Wednesday  of 
June;  and  the  sheriff  of  each  county,  or  his  deputy,  shall  deliver 
all  such  certificates  by  him  received  into  the  Secretary's  office,  at 
least  twenty  days  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  June. 

33.  And  that  there  may  be  a  due  meeting  of  senators  on  the  first  I 
Wednesday  of  June  annually,  the  Governor,  and  a  majority  of ! 
the  Council  for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  exam- 
ine the  returned  copies  of  6uch  records,  and  fourteen  days  before' 
the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  he  shall  issue  his  summons  to  such 
persons  as  appear  to  be  chosen  senators  by  a  majority  of  votes,  to 
attend  and  take  their  seats  on  that  day;  Provided,  nevertheless, 
That  for  the  first  year  the  said  returned  copies  shall  be  examined 
by  the  President  and  the  majority  of  the  Council  then  in  office; 
and  the  said  President  shall  in  like  manner  notify  the  persons 
elected  to  attend  and  take  their  seats  accordingly. 

34.  And  in  case  there  shall  not  appear  to  be  a  senator  elected 
by  a  majority  of  votes  for  any  district,  the  deficiency  shall  be  sup- 
plied in  the  following  manner:  namely,  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  such  senators  as  shall  be  declared 
elected,  shall  take  the  names  of  the  two  persons  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  in  the  district,  and  out  of  them  shall  elect,  by 
joint  ballot,  the  senator  wanted  for  such  district;  and  in  this 
manner  all  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  every  district  of  the 
State;  and  in  like  manner  all  vacancies  in  the  Senate,  arising 
by  death,  removal  out  of  the  State,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied 
as  soon  as  may  be,  after  such  vacancies  happen. 

35.  The  Senate  shall  be  final  judges  of  the  elections,  returns, 
and  qualifications  of  their  own  members,  as  pointed  out  in  this 
constitution. 

36.  The  Senate  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves,  pro- 
vided such  adjournment  do  not  exceed  two  days  at  a  time : 

Provided,  nevertheless,  That  whenever  they  shall  sit  on  the  trial 
of  any  impeachment,  they  may  adjourn  to  such  time  and  place  as 
they  may  think  proper,  although  the  Legislature  be  not  assembled 
on  such  day,  or  at  such  place. 

37.  The  Senate  shall  appoint  their  president  and  other  officers, 
and  determine  their  own  rules  of  proceedings.    And  not  less  than 
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seven  members  of  the  Senate  shall  make  a  quorum  lor  doing  busi- 
ness; and  when  less  than  eight  senators  shall  be  present,  the 
assent  of  five,  at  least,  shall  be  necessary  to  render  their  acts  and 
proceedings  valid. 

,  38.  The  Senate  shall  be  a  court,  with  full  power  and  authority 
to  hear,  try  and  determine  all  impeachments  made  by  the  House 

!  of  Representatives  against  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  State,  for 
bribery,  corruption,  mal-practice,  or  mal-admiuistration  in  office; 
with  full  power  to  issue  summons  or  compulsory  process  for  con- 
vening witnesses  before  them;  but  previous  to  the  trial  of  any  such 
impeachment,  the  members  of  the  Senate  shall  respectively  be 
sworn  truly  and  impartially  to  try  and  determine  the  charge  in 
question,  according  to  evidence.  And  every  officer  impeached 
for  bribery,  corruption,  mal-practice,  or  mal-administration  in 
office,  shall  be  served  with  an  attested  copy  of  the  impeachment, 
and  order  of  Senate  thereon,  with  such  citation  as  the  Senate 
may  direct,  setting  forth  the  time  and  place  of  their  sitting  to  try 
the'impeacbment;  which  service  shall  be  made  by  the  sheriff,  or 
such  other  sworn  officer  as  the  Senate  may  appoint",  at  least  four- 
teen days  previous  to  the  time  of  trial;  and  such  citation  being  duly 
served  and  returned,  the  Senate  may  proceed  in  the  hearing  of 
the  impeachment,  giving  the  person  impeached,  if  he  shall  appear, 
full  liberty  of  producing  witnesses  and  proofs,  and  ot  making  his 
delense  by  himself  and  counsel ;  and  may,  also,  upon  his  refusin  s, 
or  neglecting  to  appear,  hear  the  proofs  in  support  of  the  impeach- 
ment, and  render  judgment  thereon,  his  non-appearance  notwith- 
standing; and  such  judgment  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  the  person  impeached  had  appeared  and  pleaded  in  the  trial. 

39.  Their  judgment,  however,  shall  not  extend  farther  than 
removal  from  office,  disqualification  to  hold  or  enjoy  any  place  of 

j  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  this  State;  but  the  party  so  convicttd 
!  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and 
punishment,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  laud. 

40.  Whenever  the  Governor  shall  be  impeached,  the  chief  justice 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall,  during  the  trial,  preside  in  the 
Senate,  but  have  no  vote  therein. 


EXECUTIVE   POWER. 


GOVERNOR. 

41.  There  shall  be  a  supreme  executive  magistrate,  who  shall  be 
styled  Governor  of  the  State  of  New-Uampshire;  and  whose  title 
shall  be  His  Excellency. 

I     42.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen   annually  in  the  month   of 
March;  and  the  votes  for  Governor  shall  be  received,  sorted, 
counted,  certified,  and  returned,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  votes 
for  Senators;  and  the  Secretary  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives,  on  the  first  Wednesday  ot  June, 
'  to  be  by  them  examined;  and  in  case  of  an  electiou  by  a  majority 
!  of  votes  through  the  State,  the  choice  shall  be  by  them  declared 
!  and  published.     And  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  the  Governor 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  senators;  and  if  no  person  shall 
have  a  majority  of  votes,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
shall,  by  a  joint  ballot,  elect  one  of  the  two  persons  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  who  shall  be  declared  Governor.    Ami 
no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  this  office  unless,  at  the  time  of  his 
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election  he  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  for  seven 
years  next  preceding,  and  unless  he  shall  be  of  the  age  of  thirty 
years  [and  unless  he  shall  at  the  same  time  have  an  estate  of  the 
value  of  live  hundred  pounds,  one  halt  of  which  shall  consist  of  a 
freehold  of  his  own  right  within  this  State],*  and  unless  he  shall 
be  of  the  Protestant  religion. 

43.  In  cases  of  disagreement  between  the  twro  houses  with  regard 
to  the  time  or  place  of  adjournment  or  prorogation,  the  Governor, 
with  advice  of  Council,  shall  have  a  right  to  adjourn  or  prorogue 
the  Geueral  Court,  not  exceeding  ninety  days  at  any  onetime,  as  he 
may  determine  the  public  good  may  require;  and  he  shall  dissolve 
the  same  seven  days  before  the  said  lir?t  Wednesday  of  June. 
And  in  case  of  any  infectious  distemper  prevailing  in  the  place 
where  the  said  Court  at  any  time  is  to  convene,  or  any  other  cause 
whereby  dangers  may  arise  to  the  health  or  lives  of  the  members 
from  their  attendance,  the  Governor  may  direct  the  session  to  be 
holden  at  some  other,  the  most  convenient  place  within  the  State. 

44.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court"  shall,  before  it  become  a  law.  be  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor; if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it, 
with  his  objections,  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 
who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  two  thirds 
of  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together 
with  such  objections, 'to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise 
be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds  of  that  House,  it 
shall  become  a  law.  Put  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  Houses 
shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal 
of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by 
the  Governor  within  live  days  (Suudays  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Legislature,  by  their  adjourn- 
ment, prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

45.  Every  resolve  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor,  and,  be- 
fore the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him ;  or,  being 
disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  re-passed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed 
in  the  case  of  a  bill. 

46.  All  judicial  officers,  the  attorney-general,  solicitors,  all  sheriffs, 
corouers,  registers  of  probate,  and  all  officers  of  the  navy,  and 
general  and  held  officers  of  the  militia,  shall  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council;  and  every  such  nomina- 
tion shall  be  made  at  least  three  days  prior  to  such  appointment; 
and  no  appointment  shall  take  place  unless  a  majority  of  theCoun- 
cil  agree  thereto. 

47.  The  Governor  and  Council  shall  have  a  negative  on  each 
other,  both  in  the  nominations  and  appointments.  Every  nomi- 
nation and  appointment  shall  be  signed  by  the  Governor  and 
Council,  and  every  negative  shall  be  also  signed  by  the  Governor 
or  Council,  who  made  the  same. 

48.  The  captains  and  subalterns  in  the  respective  regiments  shall 
be  nominated  and  recommended  by  the  held  officers  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, who  is  to  issue  their  commissions  immediately  on  receipt  of 
such  recommendation.

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49.  Whenever  the  chair  of  the  Governor  shall  become  vacant  by 
reason  of  his  death,  absence  from  the  State,  or  otherwise,  the 
President  of  the  Senate  shall,  during  such  vacancy,  have  and  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  and  authorities  which,  by  this  constitution,  the 
Governor  is  vested  with  when  personally  present;  but  when  the 
President  of  the  Senate  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Governor,  he 
shall  not  hold  his  office  in  the  Senate. 

50.  The  Governor,  with  advice  of  Council,  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority,  in  recess  of  the  General  Court,  to  prorogue  the 
same  from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  ninety  days  in  any  one 
recess  of  said  court ;  and,  during  the  sessions  of  said  Court,  to  ad- 
journ or  prorogue  it  to  any  time  the  two  Houses  may  desire,  and  to 
call  it  together  sooner  than  the  time  to  which  it  may  be  adjourned 
or  prorogued,  if  the  welfare  of  the  State  should  require  the  same. 

51.  The  Governor  of  this  State,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  army  and  navy,  and  all  the  military  forces 
of  the  State  by  sea  and  land ;  and  shall  have  full  power  by  himself 
or  by  any  chief  commander,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  from  time 
to  time  to  train,  instruct,  exercise  and  govern  the  militia  and  navy; 
and  for  the  special  defense  and  safety  of  this  State,  to  assemble  in 
martial  array,  and  put  in  warlike  posture  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
and  to  lead  and  conduct  them,  and  with  them  to  encounter,  re- 
pulse, repel,  resist  and  pursue  by  force  of  arms,  as  well  by  sea  as 
by  land,  within  and  without  the  limits  of  this  State;  and  also  to 
kill,  slay,  destroy,  if  necessary,  and  conquer  by  all  fitting  ways, 
enterprise  and  means,  all  and  every  such  person  and  persons  as 
shall  at  any  time  hereafter,  in  a  hostile  manner,  attempt  or  enter- 
prise the  destruction,  invasion,  detriment,  or  annoyance  of  this 
State;  and  to  use  and  exercise  over  the  army  and  navy,  and  over 
tne  mili;ia  in  actual  sen  ice,  the  law-martial  in  time  of  war,  inva- 
sion, and  also  in  rebellion  declared  by  the  Legislature  to  exist,  as  oc- 
casion shall  necessarily  require;  and  surprise,  by  all  ways  and  means 
whatsoever,  all  and  every  such  person  and  persons,  with  their  ships, 
arms,  ammunition,  and  other  goods,  as  shall  in  a  hostile  manner 
invade  or  attempt  the  invading,  conquering  or  annoying  this 
State;  and  in  fine,  the  Governor  hereby  is  intrusted  with  all  other 
powers  incident  to  the  office  of  captain-general  and  commander-in- 
chief  and  admiral,  to  be  exercised  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  land:  Provided. 
That  the  Governor  shah"  not  at  anytime  hereafter,  by  virtue  of 
any  power  by  this  constitution  granted,  or  hereafter  tobe  granted 
to  him  by  the  Legislature,  transport  any  of  the  inhabitants  oi 
this  State,  or  oblige  them  to  march  out  of  the  limits  of  the  same, 
without  their  free  and  voluntary  consent,  or  the  consent  of  the 
General  Court,  nor  grant  commissions  for  exercising  the  law-mar- 
tial in  any  case,  without  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,     j 

52.  The  power  of  pardoning  offenses,  except  such  as  persons 
may  be  convicted  of  before  the  Senate,  by  impeachment  of  the 
House,  shall  be  in  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Coun- 
cil; but  no  charter  of  pardon,  granted  by  the  Governor,  with 
advice  of  Council,  before  conviction,  shall  avail  the  party  plead- 
ing the  same,  notwithstanding  any  general  or  particular  expres- 
sions contained  therein,  descriptive  of  the  offense  or  offenses 
intended  to  be  pardoned. 

!     53.  No  officer,  duly  commissioned  to  command  in  the  militia, 
shall  be  removed  from  his  office  but  by  the  address  of  both 
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Houses  to  the  Governor,  or  by  fair  trial  in  court-martial,  pursuant 
to  the  laws  of  the  State  for  the  time  being. 

64.  The  commanding  officers  of  the  regiments  shall  appoint 
their  adjutants  and  quartermasters;  the  brigadiers,  their  brigade 
majors;  the  major-generals,  their  aids;  the  captains  and  subal- 
terns their  non-commissioned  officers. 

55.  The  division  of  the  militia  into  brigades,  regiments,  and 
companies,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  miiitia  laws  now  in  force, 
shall  be  considered  as  the  proper  division  of  the  militia  of  this 
State,  until  the  same  shall  be  altered  by  some  future  law. 

5*3.  2vo  moneys  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State. 
and  disposed  of  (except  such  sums  as  may  be  appropriated  lor  the 
redemption  of  bills  of  credit  or  Treasurer's  notes,  or  for  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  arising  thereon),  but  by  warrant  under  the  hand 
of  the  Governor  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council,  for  the  necessary  support  and  defense  of 
this  Mate,  and  for  the  necessary  protection  and  preservation  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  agreeably  to  the  acts  and  resolves  of  the 
Ceneral  Court. 

57.  All  public  boards,  the  commissary-general,  all  superintend-: 
ing  officers  of  public  magazines  and  stores  belonging  to  this 
State,  and  all  commanding  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons  within 
the  same,  shall,  once  in  every  three  months, officially,  and  without! 
requisition,  and  at  other  times  when  required  by  the  Governor,! 
deliver  to  him  an  account  of  all  goods,  stores,  provisions,  ammu- ] 
nitiou.  cannon  with  their  appendages,  and  all  small  arms  with 
their  accouterments,  and  all  other  public  property  under  their 
care  respectively  ;  distinguishing  the  quantity  and  kind  of  each  as 
parliculaily  as  may  be;  together  with  the  condition  of  such  forts 
and  garrisons;  and  the  commanding  officer  shall  exhibit  to  the 
Governor,  when  required  by  him,  true  and  exact  plans  of  such 
forts,  and  of  the  land  and  sea,  or  harbor  or  harbors  adjacent. 

58.  The  Governor  and  Council  shall  be  compensated  for  their 
services,  from  time  to  time,  by  such  grants  as  the  General  Court 
shall  think  reasonable. 

59.  Permanent  and  honorable  salaries  shall  be  established  by 
law  for  the  justices  of  the  superior  court. 

COTTNCIL. 

60.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  ballot  five  councilors,  for 
advising  the  Governor  in  the  executive' part  of  government.  The 
freeholders  and  other  inhabitants  in  each  county,  qualified  to 
vote  for  senators,  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  March,  give  in 
their  votes  for  one  councilor;  which  vote  shall  be  received,  sorted, 
counted,  certified  and  returned  to  the  Secretary's  office,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  votes  for  senators,  to  be  by  the  Secretary  laid 
before  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  on  the  first  Wed- 

I  nesday  of  June. 

01.  And  the  person  having  a  majority  of  votes  in  any  county 
shall  be  considered  as  duly  elected  a  councilor;  but  if  no  person 
shall  have  a  majority  of  votes  in  any  county,  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  shall  take  the  names  of  the  two  persons  who 
have  the  highest  number  of  votts  in  each  county,  and  not  elected, 
and  out  of  "those  two  shall  elect  by  joint  ballot  the  councilor 
wanted  for  each  county;  and  the' qualifications  for  councilor 
shall  be  the  same  as  for  senator. 
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62.  If  any  person  thus  chosen  a  councilor  shall  be  elected  Gov- 
ernor, or  member  of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall 
accept  the  trust;  or  if  any  person  elected  a  councilor  shall  refuse 
to  accept  the  office;  or  in  the  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  of  any  councilor  out  of  the  State;  the  Governor  may 
issue  a  precept  for  the  election  of  a  new  councilor  in  that  county 
where  such  vacancy  shall  happen;  and  the  choice  shall  be  in  the 
eame  manner  as  before  directed;  and  the  Governor  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  convene  the  Council,  from  time  to  time,  at 
his  discretion  ;  and  with  them,  or  the  majority  of  them,  may  and 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  a  council  for  ordering  and  directing 
the  affairs  of  this  State,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

63.  The  members  of  the  Council  may  be  impeached  by  the  House, 
and  tried  by  the  Senate  for  bribery,  corruption,  mal-practice  or 
mal-administration . 

64.  The  resolutions  and  advice  of  the  Council  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  Secretary  in  a  register,  and  signed  by  all  the  members  pres- 
ent, agreeing  thereto;  and  this  record  may  be  called  lor  at  any 

'<  time  by  either  house  of  the  Legislature,  and  any  member  of  the 
i  Council  may  enter  his  opinion  contrary  to  the  resolution  of  the  ma- 
jority, with  the  reasons  for  such  opinion. 

;  65.  The  Legislature  may,  if  the  public  good  shall  hereafter  re- 
quire it,  divide  the  State  into  five  districts,  as  nearly  equal  as  may 
be,  governing  themselves  by  the  number  of  ratable  polls  and  pro- 
portion of  public  taxes;  each  district  to  elect  a  councilor;  aid  in 
case  of  such  division,  the  manner  of  the  choice  shall  be  conforma- 
ble to  the  present  mode  of  election  in  counties. 

66.  And  whereas  the  elections  appointed  to  be  made  by  this  con- 
stitution on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June  annually,  by  the  two 
houses  of  the  Legislature,  may  not  be  completed  on  that  day,  the 
said  elections  may  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  until  the  same  be 
completed.  And  the  order  of  the  elections  shall  be  as  follows :  The 
vacancies  in  the  Senate,  if  any,  shall  be  first  rilled;  the  Governor 
shall  then  be  elected,  provided  there  should  be  no  choice  of  him  by 
the  people,  and  afterward  the  two  houses  shall  proceed  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  if  any,  in  the  Council. 


SECRETARY,  TREASURER,  COMMISSARY-OEXERAL,   tC. 

67.  The  secretary,  treasurer  and  commissary-general  shall  be 
chosen  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representatives  assembled 
in  one  room. 

68.  The  records  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary;  and  he  shall  attend  the  (iovernor  and  Council,  the  Senate 
and  Representatives,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  as  they  may  require. 

69.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  shall  at  all  time- have  a  deputy,  to  be 
by  him  appointed;  for  whose  conduct  in  office  he  shall  be  responsi- 
ble; and  iu  case  of  the  death,  removal  or  inability  of  the  Secretary, 
his  depot;  shall  exercise  all  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Secretary  o 
the  State  until  another  shall  be  appointed. 

70.  The  Secretary,  before  he  enters  upon  the  business  of  his  office, 
shall  give  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  in  a  reasonable  sum,  for 
the  use  of  the  State,  for  the  punctual  performance  of  his  trust. 

COUNTY    TREASURERS,    &C. 

71.  The  county  treasurers  and  registers  of  deeds  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  several  towns  In  the  several  counties  in 
the  State,  according  to  the  method  now  practiced,  and  the  laws  of 
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the  State:  Provided,  nevertheless,  the  Legislature  shall  have  au- 
thority to  alter  the  manner  of  certifying  the  votes  and  the  mode  of 
electing  those  oihcers,  but  not  so  as  to  deprive  the  people  of  the 
right  they  now  have  of  electing  them. 

72.  And  the  Legislature,  on  the  application  of  the  major  part  ot 
the  inhabitants  of  any  county,  shall  have  authority  to  divide  the 
same  into  two  districts  for  registering  deeds,  if  to  them  it  shall  ! 
appear  necessary ;  each  district  to  elect  a  register  ot  deeds;  and, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  business  of  their  ofl.ces,  shall  be  respect- 
ively sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and  shall 
severally  give  bond,  "with  sufficient  sureties,  in  a  reasonable  sum, 
for  the  'use  of  the  county,  for  the  punctual  performance  of  their 
respective  trusts. 

JUDICIARY    POWER. 

73.  The  tenure  that  all  commissioned  officers  shall  have  by  law  in 
their  ofLces  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respective  commissions.  All 
judicial  officers,  duly  appointed,  commissioned  and  sworn,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior,  excepting  those  concerning 
whom  there  is  a  different  provision  made  in  this  constitution  :  Pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  the  President,*  with  consent  of  the  Council,  may 
remove  them  upon  the  address  ot  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 

74.  Each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  as  well  as  the  Governor  and 
Council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the  opinions  of  the  justices 
of  the  superior  court  upon  important  questions  of  law,  and  upon  I 
.solemn  occasions. 

7o.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the  long  continu- 
ance in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  fail  in  discharg- 
ing the  important' duties  of  his  office  with  ability  and  fidelity,  all 
commissions  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  become  void  at  the  expi- 
ration ot  five  years  lrom  their  respective  dates;  and,  upon  the  expi- 
:  ration  of  any  commission,  the  same  may.  if  necessary,  be  renewed, 
or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall  "most  conduce  to  the  well- 
-being of  the  State. 

|  76.  All  causes  of  marriage,  divorce  and  alimony,  and  all  appeals 
from  the  respective  judges  of  probate,  shall  be  heard  and  tried  by 
the  superior  court,  until  the  Legislature  shall  by  iaw  make  other 
provision. 

77.  The  General  Court  are  empowered  to  give  to  justices  of  the 
'  peace  jurisdiction  in  civil  causes,  when  the  damages  demanded  shall 

iiot  exceed  four  pounds,  and  title  of  real  estate  is  not  concerned: 
but  with  right  of  appeal  to  either  party  to  some  other  court,  so  that 
a  trial  by  jury,  in  the  last  resort,  may  be  had. 

78.  -N"  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  judge  of  any  court,  or  judge 
of  probate,  or  sheriff'  of  auy  county,  after  he  has  attained  the  age 
of  seventy  years.  * 

79.  Is'o  judge  of  any  court,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  act  as 
attorney,  or  be  of  counsel  to  any  party,  or  originate  any  civil  suit, 
in  matters  which  shall  come  or  be  brought  before  him  as  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace. 

80.  All  matters  relating  to  the  probate  of  wills  and  granting 
letters  of  administration  shall  be  exercised  by  the  judges  of  pro- 
bate, in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  have  directed,  or  may  here- 
after direct;  and  the  judges  of  probate  shall  hold  their  courts  at 
such  place  or  places,  on  such  fixed  days  as  the  conveniency  of  the 
people  may  require,  and  the  Legislature,  from  time  to  time,  appoint.

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81.  No  judge  or  register  of  probate  shall  be  of  counsel,  act  as 
advocate,  or  receive  any  fees  as  advocate  or  counsel,  in  any  probate 
business  which  is  pending  or  may  be  brought  into  any  court  of  pro- 
bate in  the  county  of  which  he  is  judge  or  register. 

CLERKS   OF    COURTS. 

82.  The  judges  of  the  courts  (those  of  probate  excepted)  shall 
appoint  their  respective  clerks,  to  hold  their  office  during  pleasure ; 
and  no  such  clerk  shall  act  as  an  attorney,  or  be  of  counsel  in  any 
cause  in  the  court  of  which  he  is  clerk,  nor  shall  he  draw  any  writ 
originating  a  civil  action. 

ENCOURAGEMENT  OP  LITERATURE,  &C. 

83.  Knowledge  and  learning,  generally  diffused  through  a  com- 
munity, being  essential  to  the  preservation  of  a  free  government; 
and  spreading  the    opportunities  and    advantages  of    education 
through  the  various  parts  of  the  country  being  highly  conducive  j 
to  promote  this  end,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislators  and  j 
magistrates,  in  all  future  periods  of  this  government,  to  cherish  the 
interest  of  literature  and  the  sciences,  and  all  seminaries  and  pub-  j 
lie  schools;  to  encourage  private  and  public  institutions,  rewards' 
and  immunities  lor  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences 
commerce,  trades,  manufactures  and  natural  history  of  the  country; 
to  countenance  and  inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and  gen- 
eral benevolence,  public  and  private  charity,  industry  and  economy, 
honesty  and  punctuality,  sincerity,  sobriety,  and  all  social  affections 
and  generous  sentiments  among  the  people. 

OATH  AND  SUBSCRIPTIONS;    EXCLUSION  FROM  OFFICES;    COMMIS- 
i       8IONS;     WRITS;     CONFIRMATION    OF    LAWS;     HABEAS    CORPUS; 
j      THE  ENACTING  STYLE;   CONTINUANCE  OF  OFFICERS  ;   PROVISION 
FOR  A  FUTURE  REVISION  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION,   &C. 

;  84.  Any  person  chosen  governor,  councilor,  senator  or  represent- 
ative, military  or  civil  officer  (town  officers  excepted),  accepting 
the  trust,  shall,  before  he  proceeds  to  execute  the  duties  of  his 
office,  make  and  subscribe  the  following  declaration:  namely, 
j  I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  bear  faith  and  true  "allegi- 
ance to  the  State  ot  New-Hampshire,  and  will  support  the  constitu- 
tion thereof.    So  help  me  God. 

\  I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  and  sincerely  swear  and  affirm  that  I  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties 
incumbent  on  me  as  according  to  the  best  of  my 

abilities;  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  constitution 
and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New-Hampshire.    So  help  me  God. 
I     Any  person  having  taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  allegiance, 
and  the  same  being  tiled  in  the  Secretary's  office,  he  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  take  said  oath  again  : 

Provided,  always,  When  any  person,  chosen  or  appointed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  called  Quakers,  or  shall  be 
scrupulous  of  swearing,  and  shall  decline  taking  the  said  oaths,  such 
person  shall  take  and  subscribe  them,  omitting  the  word  "  sieeor." 
and  likewise  the  words,  '*  So  help  me  God?*  subjoining  instead 
thereof,  "  This  I  do  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury.''' 

83.  And  the  oaths  of  ailirmati.in  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  by 
the  Governor,  before  the  president  of  the  Senate,  in  presence  iii 
both  houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  by  the  senators  and  represent*- 
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lives  first  elected  uuder  this  constitution,  as  altered  and  amended, 
before  the  President  of  the  State  and  a  majority  of  the  Council  then 
iu  office,  and  for  ever  afterward  before  the  Governor  and  Council 
for  the  time  being;  and  by  all  other  officers,  before  such  persons  and 
in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  shall  from  time  to  time  ap- 
point. 

8  >.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  The  State  of  New- 
Hampshire,  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  or 
his  deputy,  and  shall"  have  the  great  seal  of  the  State  affixed  thereto. 

87.  All  "writs  issuing  out  of  the  clerk's  office  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  The  State  of  New-Hampshire;  shall 
be  under  the  seal  of  the  court  whence  they  issue,  and  bear  teste  of 
tlie  chief,  first  or  senior  justice  of  the  court ;  but  when  such  justice 
shall  be  interested,  then  the  writ  shall  bear  teste  of  some  other 
justice  of  the  court,  to  which  the  same  shall  be  returnable;  and  be 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  such  court. 

I     83.  All  indictments,  presentments  and  informations  shall  conclude, 
Against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State. 

8^.  The  estate  of  such  persons  as  may  destroy  their  own  lives 
shall  not  for  that  offense  be  forfeited,  but  descend  or  ascend  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  such  person  had  died  in  a  natural  way.  Nor 
shall  any  article  which  shall  accidentally  occasion  the  death  of  any 
person  he  henceforth  deemed  a  deodand,  or  in  anywise  forfeited  on  ! 
account  of  such  misfortune. 

90.  All  the  laws  which  have  heretofore  been  adopted,  used  and  I 
approved  in  the  province,  colony  or  State  of  New-Hampshire,  and  j 
usually  practiced  on  in  the  courts  of  law,  shall  remain  and  be  in  full , 
force  until  altered  and  repealed  by  the  Legislature;  such  parts! 
thereof  only  excepted  as  are  repugnant  to  the  rights  and  liberties  ! 
contained  in  this  constitution:  provided  that  nothing  herein  con-! 
tuined,  when  compared  with  the  twenty-third  article  in  the  bill  of  j 
rights,  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  laws  already  made  respecting 
the  persons  or  estates  of  absentees. 

91.  The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  habeas  corpus  ehall  be  enjoyed  i 
in  this  State,  in  the  most  free,  easy,  cheap,  expeditious  and  ample 
manner,  and  shall  not  be  suspended  by  the  Legislature  except  upon 
the  most  urgent  and  pressing  occasions,  and  for  a  time  not  exceed- 
ing three  months. 

92.  The  enacting  style  in  making  and  passing  acts,  statutes  and 
laws,  shall  be,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, in  General  Court  convened. 

93.  No  governor  or  judge  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall  hold  j 
any  office  or  place  under  the  authority  of  this  State,  except  such  as  i 
by  this  constitution  they  are  admitted  to  hold,  saving  that  the 
judges  of  the  said  court  may  hold  the  offices  of  justices  of  the  peace 
throughout  the  State;  nor  shall  they  hold  anyplace  or  office,  or 
receive  any  pension  or  salary  from  any  other  State  government  or  ' 
power  whatever. 

94.  No  person  shall  be  capable  of  exercising  at  the  same  time ' 
more  than  one  of  the  following  offices  in  this  State:  namely,  judge  j 
of  probate,  sheriff,  register  of  deeds ;  and  nevermore  than  two  offices  j 
of  profit,  which  may  be  held  by  appointment  of  the  Governor,  or  [ 
Governor  and  Council,  or  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  or 
superior  or  inferior  courts;  military  offices  and  offices  of  justices  of 
the  peace  excepted. 

95.  No  person  holding  the  office  of  judge  of  any  court,  except! 
special  judges,  Secretary,  Treasurer  of  the  State,  Attorney-General, ! 
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Commissary-General,  military  officers  receiving  pay  from  the  conti- 
nent or  this  State,  excepting  officers  of  the  militia,  occasionally 
called  forth  on  an  emergency,  register  of  deeds,  sheriff,  or  officers  of 
the  customs,  including  naval  officers,  collectors  of  excise  and  State 
and  continental  taxes,  hereafter  appointed,  and  not  having  settled 
I  their  accounts  with  the  respective  officers  with  whom  it  is  their 
duty  to  settle  such  accounts,  members  of  Congress,  or  any  person 
holding  any  office  under  the  United  States,  shall  at  the  same  time  ; 
hold  the  office  of  Governor,  or  have  a  seat  in  the  Senate  or  IIou«e 
of  Representatives,  or  Council;  hut  his  being  chosen  and  appointed 
to  and  accepting  tbe  same,  shall  operate  as  a  resignation  of  their 
seat  in  the  Chair,  Senate,  or  House  of  Representatives,  or  Coun- 
cil, and  the  place  so  vacated  shall  be  filled.  No  member  of  the 
j  Council  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

98.  No  person  shall  ever  be  admitted  to  hold  a  seat  in  the  Legis- 
lature, or  any  office  of  trust  or  importance  under  this  government,  I 
who,  in  the  due  course  of  law,  has  been  convicted  of  bribery  or  cor- 
ruption in  obtaining  an  election  or  appointment. 

97.  In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned  in  this  consti- 
tution, the  value  thereof  shall  be  computed  in  silver  at  six  shillings 
and  eight  pence  per  ounce. 

98.  To  the  end  that  there  may  be  no  failure  of  justice  or  danger  to 
the  State,  by  the  alterations  and  amendments  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  General  Court  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  directed  to  fix 
the  time  when  the  alterations  and  amendments  shall  take  effect,  and  j 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  accordingly.* 

i  99.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  and  assessors  of  the 
several  towns  and  places  in  this  State,  in  warning  the  first  annual 
meetings  for  the  choice  of  senators,  after  the  expiration  of  seven 
years  from  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  as  amended,  to  insert 
expressly  in  the  warrant  this  purpose  among  the  others  for  the 
meeting  ;  to  wit,  to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  on  the 
subject  of  a  revision  of  the  constitution  ;  and  the  meeting  being 
warned  accordingly,  and  not  otherwise,  the  moderator  shall  take 

j  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  present  as  to  the  necessity  of  a 
revision ;  and  a  return  of  the  number  of  votes  for  and  against  such 
necessity  shall  be  made  by  the  clerk,  sealed  up  and  directed  to  the  ! 
General  Court  at  their  then  next  session  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to 
the  General  Court  by  such  return,  that  the  sense  of  the  people  of  the  I 
State  has  been  taken,  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  in  the  State,  present  and  voting  at  said  meetings, 
there  is  a  necessity  for  a  revision  of  the  constitution,  it  shall  be  the 

I  duty  of  the  General  Court  to  call  a  convention  for  that  purpose; 
otherwise  the  General  Court  shall  direct  the  sense  of  the  people  to 

|  be  taken,  and  then  proceed  in  the  manner  before  mentioned ;  the 
delegates  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  and  proportioned  as 
the  representatives  to  the  General  Court:  provided  thai  no  altera- 
tions shall  be  made  in  this  constitution  before  the  same  shall  belaid 
before  lbs  towns  and  unincorporated  places,  and  approved  by  two 
thirds  of  the  qualified  voters  present  and  voting  on  the  subject. 

100.  And  the  same  method  of  taking  the  sense  of  the  people  as 
to  a  revision  of  the  constitution,  and  calling  a  convention  for  thai 
purpose,  shall  bo  observed  afterward,  at  the  expiration  of  every 
seven  years.

Be  it  known,  That  I,  Noah  Martin,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New- 
Hampshire,  in  obedience  to  the  request  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention,  do  hereby  proclaim  to  the  people  of  this  State,  that 
the  constitution  of  the  same  is  amended  by  striking  from  it  in  part 
2d,  section  11th,  the  words,  "shall  have  an  estate  within  the  district 
where  he  may  be  chosen  to  represent  of  the  value  of  one  hundred 
pounds,  one  half  of  which  to  be  a  freehold  whereof  he  is  seized  In  his 
oion  right ."  and  from  section  29th  the  words,  "  and  seized  of  a  free- 
hold estate  in  his  own  right  of  the  value  of  a  hundred  pounds,  being 
within  this  State f  and  section  42d  the  words,  "  and  unless  he  shall 
at  the  same  time  have  an  estate  of  the  value  of  five  hundred  pounds, 
one  half  of  which  shall  consist  of  a  freehold  in  'Jiis  own  right  within 
this  State:1' 

The  foregoing  property  qualifications  are  stricken  out,  and  the 
constitution  is  thus  amended  by  the  suffrages  of  more  than  two 
thirds  of  the  legal  voters  present  in  town  meeting  and  voting  upon 
the  questions.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


We,  the  people  of  the  United  State?,  in  order  to  form  a  more 
p  triect  union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquillity,  provide 
for  the  common  defense,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and  secure 
the  blessing's  of  "liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity,  do  ordain 
and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  op 
America. 

article  i. 

Section  1.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate 
and  House  of  Kepresentatives. 

Sec.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  mem-: 
bers  chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several  States; 
and  the  electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the  qualilications  requisite] 
for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty  -five  years  and  been  seven  years  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of 
thai  s  are  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Kepresentatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  which  ma\  be  included  within  this  Union,  according 
to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  bv  adding 
t  i  the  whole  number  of  free  person*,  including  these  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three 
tilths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made 
V: i thin  three  years  a. tor  the  iirst  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  State's,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in 
such  manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of  represen- 
tatives shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each 
State  shall  have  at  least  one  representative:  and  until  such  enumer- 
ation shall  be  made  the  State  of  New-Hampshire  shall  be  entitled 
to  Choose  three;  Massachusetts,  eight;  Rhcde-Islandand  Providence 
Plantations,  one;  Connecticut,  tive;  New-York,  six;  New-Jersey,! 
four;  Pennsylvania,  eight;  Delaware,  one;  Maryland,  six;  Virginia, 
ten;  North-Carolina,  nve ;  South-Carolina,  five;  and  Georgia,  three.. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  State,  the 
executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  election'to  till  such 
vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose -their  speaker  and 
other  onicers,  and  shall  ha.  e  the  sole  power  <  f  impeachment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two 
m  each  state,  ch  >scn  by  the  Legislature  thereof,  for  six 
and  each  senator  shall  haveone  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  he  assembled  ia  consequence  of  the 
first  electi  sn,  they  sh:  11  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three 
-.  Tko  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated 
at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second  class  at  the 
expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expira- 
'  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one  third  ma-,  be  chosen  e^  erv  second 
year:  and  if  vacancies  happen  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  during 
the  recess  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  the  executive  thereof 
mav  make  temporary  appointments.' until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies. 
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No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the 
age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that 
State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  president  of  the 
Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  ollicers,  and  also  a  president 
pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President,  or  when  he  shall 
exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments; 
when  sitting  for  that  purpose  they  shall  be  on'oath  or  affirmation. 
When  tiie  President  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Justice 
shall  preside;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concur- 
rence of  two  thirds  ot  the  members  present. 

Judgment  in  case  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  farther  than 
to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any 
office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States;  but  the 
party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  bo  liable  and  subject  to  indict- 
ment, trial,  judgment  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for 
senators  and  representatives  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the 
Legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at  any  time  by  law  make 
or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing  senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such 
meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall 
by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

Sec.  5.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns 
and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
penalties  as  each  house  may  provide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its 
members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two 
thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time 
to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  part  as  may  In  their  judg- 
ment require  secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of 
either  house,  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one  fifth  of 
those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the 
consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  tlian  three,  days,  nor  to  any 
other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  0.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  a  compen- 
sation for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  United  States.  They  shall  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  respective  houses,  and 
in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  de- 
bate in  either  house  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he 
was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of 
the  United  Stales,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments 
whereof  shall  have  been  increased,  during  such  time;  and  no  person 
holding  any  office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  a  member  of 
either  house  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
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Representatives ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amend- 
ments, as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but 
if  not,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  tbat  house  in 
which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at 
large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such 
reconsideration,  two  thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass,  the 
bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other 
house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved 
by  two  thirds  of  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such 
cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law, 
in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress,  by  their 
adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law.  • 

Every  order,  resolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on 
a  question  of  adjournment),  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect  shall  be 
approved  by  him,  or,  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  re-passed 
by  two  thirds  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representees,  according 
to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  bill. 

Sec.  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  power: — To  lay  and  collect  taxes, 
duties,  imposts  and  excises;  to  pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the 
common  defense  and  general  welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all 
duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States:— To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States:  — 
To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among  the  several 
States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes :  —  To  establish  a  uniform  rule  of 
naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcies 
throughout  the  United  States:  —  To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value 
thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  and  lix  the  standard  of  weights  and 
measures: — To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the 
securities  and  current  coin  of  the  United  States:  —  To  establish 
post  offices  and  post  roads: — To  promote  the  progress  of  science 
and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inven- 
tors the  exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries : 
—  To  constitute  tiibunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court :  —  To  define 
and  punish  piracies  and'felcnies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  and 
offenses  against  the  law  of  nations :  —  To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of 
marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land 
or  water: — To  raise  and  support  armies;  but  no  appropriation  of 
money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years :  — To 
provide  and  maintain  a  navy :  — To  make  rules  for  the  government 
and  regulaton  of  the  land  and  naval  forces :  —  To  provide  for  calling 
forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insur- 
rections and  repel  invasions: — To  provide  for  organizing,  arming 
and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as 
may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to 
the"  States  respectively  the  appointment  of  the  officers  and  the 
authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  pre- 
scribed by  Congress: — To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases 
whatsoever,  over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  Bquare)  as 
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may,  by  cession  of  particular  States  and  the  acceptance  of  Congress- 
become  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  exer- 
ciselike authority  over  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  ot  the  leg- 
islature of  the  State  in  which  the  same  shall  be,  lor  the  erection  of 
forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dockyards,  and  other  needful  buildings: 
—  And  to  make  all  laws  whi&li  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  all  other  powers 
vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  department  or  office  thereof. 

1  Sec.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as  any  of 
the  States  now  existing  shall  thiuk  proper  to  admit,  shall  not  be 
prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eight;  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such 
importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

i  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may

I  No  capitation  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  proportion 
to  the  census  or  enumeration  herein  before  directed  to  be  taken. 

I  No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  fctate. 
No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce  or 
revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another;  nor  shall 

j  vessels  bound  to  or  from  one  State  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear  or  pay 

|  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  consequence 
of  appropriations  made  by  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall 
be  published  from  time  to  time.

!  Sec.  10.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance  or  confed-

(>ayment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or 
aw  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts;  or  grant  any  title  ot 

I  nobility. 

|  No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any 
imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws;  and  the  not 
produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or 
exports,  shall  be  for  thexuse  of  the  treasury  ot  the  United  States;

ARTICLE    II.

He  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  termof  fouryears,  and  togethcrwith  the  Vice-President,  chosen 
for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows:

the  Congress;  but  no  senator  or  representative,  or  person  holding 
an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed 
j  an  elector. 

i     [The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote  by 
ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhab- 
itant oi  the  same  State  with  themselves.    And  they  shall  make  alisl 
of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  the  number  of  votes  for  each  ;  which 
.  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit,  sealed,  to  the  seat 
of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate.    The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  oi  Representatives,  open-all  the  certificates, 
and  t  lie  votes  shall  then  be  counted.    The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votesshall  be  the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  there  bemore 
than  one  who  have  such  majority,  and  have  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  then  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  choose, 
by  ballot,  one  of  them  for  President;  and  if  no  person  have  a 
!  majority,  then,  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list,  the  said  House 
shall  in  lik>  manner  choose  the  President.    But  in  choosing  the 
;  President  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from 
;  each  State  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist 
i  of  a  member  or  members  from  two  thirds  of  the  States,  and  a 
:  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.    In  everv 
:  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  President,  the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  Vice-President.    But  if 
there  should  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate 
shall  choose  from  them,  by  ballot,  the  Vice-President.*] 
i     The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors, 
and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes;  which  day  shall 
be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the  United 
|  States  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  President ;  neither  shall  any  person  be  eligible 
to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 
|  In  case  of  the  removal  o"f  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his  death , 
:  resignation  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
i  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice-President;  and  the 
j  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resig- 
I  nation  or  inability,  both  of  the  President  and  Vice-President, 
declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  as  President;  and  such  officer 
shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  President 
shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  service  a 
compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished 
i  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected ;  and  he  shall 
not  receive,  within  that  period,  any  other  emolument  from  the 
United  States  or  any  of  them. 

!  Before  he  enter  oh  the  execution  of  his  office  he  shall  take  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  office  of 
:  President  of  the' United  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve, 
protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States."

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Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army 
and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  the  militia  of  the  several  States, 
when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States;  he  may  re- 
I  quire  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  each  ot  the 
executive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves 
and  pardons  for  offenses  against  the  United  States,  except  in  cases 
of  impeachment.  ! 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of: 
the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the  senators 
present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public 
ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  all  other 
officers  of  the  United  States  whose  appointments  are  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law.  But 
the  Congress  may,  by  law,  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior 
officers  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  courts  of 
law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  commissions 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Congress  informa- 
tion of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration 
such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient;  he  may, 
on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  houses,  or  either  of  them, 
and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them  with  respect  to  the  time 
of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall 
think  proper;  he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  minis- 
ters; he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and 
shall  commission  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  The  President,  Vice-President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for, 
and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high  crimes  and  misde- 
I  meanors. 

ARTICLE    III. 

!  Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested 
in  one  supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Congress 
may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish.  The  judges,  both  of 
the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good 
behavior,  aud  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a 
compensation  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continu- 

i  ance  in  office. 

|  Sec.  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  and 
equity  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their 
authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers 
and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction; 
to  controversies  to  which  the  United'  States  shall  be  a  party :  to 

!  controversies  between  two  or  more  States,  [between  a  State  and  a 
citizens  of  another  State*]  between  citizens  of  different  States,  be- 
tween citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming  lands  under  grants  of 
different  States,  and  between  a  State,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and 

'  foreign  States,  citizens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  con- 
suls, and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supreme  Court 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction.    In  all  the  other  cases  before  men- 

!     *  See  amendments,  Art.  XI.  I 
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tioned,  the  supreme  court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as 
to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Congress  may  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be 
by  jury;  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  iu  the  State  where  the  said 
crimes  shall  have  been  committed ;  but  when  not  committed  within 
any  State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress 
may  by  law  have  directed. 

Sec.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in 
levying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving 
them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  un- 
less on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on 

|  confession  in  open  court. 

j  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  trea- 
son, but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or 
forfeiture  except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Sectiox  1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to 
the  public  acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other 
State.  And  the  Congress  may,  by  general  laws,  prescribe  the  man- 
ner in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and 
i  the  effect  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States. 

A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other  crime, 
who  shall  flee  from  justice  and  be  found  in  another  State,  shall,  on 
demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  State  from  which  he  fled, 
be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  State  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  crime. 

[No  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  State,  under  the  laws 
thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or 
regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  but 
shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or 
labor  may  be  due.*] 

Sec.  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into  this 
Union;  but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  ju- 
risdiction of  any  other  State;  nor  any  State  be  formed  by  the  junc- 
tion of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of  States,  without  the  consent 
of  the  legislature  of  the  States  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful 
rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other  property  be- 
longing to  the  United  States;  and  nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  any  particular  State. 

Sec.  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  the 
Union  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of 
them  against  invasion;  and  on  application  of  the  legislature,  or 
of  the  executive,  (when  the  legislature  can  not  be  convened)  against 
domestic  violence. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  Constitution;  or,  on 
the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two  thirds  of  theseveral  States, 
shall  call  a  Convention  for  proposing  amendments,  which,  in  eiiher 
case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  Con- 
stitution, when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the 
*  See  Amendments,  Art.  XIII. 
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several  States,  or  by  Conventions  in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the 
one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  Con- 
gress; provided,  that  no  amendments  which  may  be  made  prior  to 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  shall  in  any  man- 
ner allect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  the  lirst 
article;  and  that  no  State,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  deprived  of 
its  equal  suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

All  debts  contracted,  and  engagements  entered  into,  before  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United 
States  under  this  Constitution  as  under  the  confederation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  shall 
be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  shall 
be  made  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Su- 
preme law  of  the  land;  and  the  judges  in  every  State  shall  be 
bound  thereby;  any  thing  in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  State 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  several  State  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial 
officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  States,  shall 
be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  this  Constitution ;  but 
no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any  office 
of  public  trust  under  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  States  shall  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the  States 
so  ratfying  the  same. 

ARTICLES, 
In  addition  to  and  amendment  of  the   Constitution  of  the  United 

States,  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  jmrsuanf 

to  the  fifth  article  of  the  original  Constitution. 

I.  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  re- 
ligion, or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or  abridging  the 
freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press,  or  the  right  of  the  people  peace- 
ably to  assemble  and  to  petition  the  government  for  redress  of 
grievances. 

II.  A  well-regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a 
free  State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not 
be  infringed. 

III.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a 
manner  to  bo  prescribed  by  law. 

J  V.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall 
no;  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the 
place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

V.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  otherwise 
infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand 
jury;  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the 
militia  when  in  actual  service,  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  not 
shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  offense  to  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  life  or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled,  In  any  criminal 
case,  to'be  a  witness  against  himself;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  property 
be  taken  for  public  use  without  just  compensation. 
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VI.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right 
to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impart  ial  jury  of  the  State  and 
district  wherein  the  crime  shall  hare  been  committed,  which  dis- 
trict shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  in- 
formed of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted 
with  the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for 
obtaining  witnesses  in  las  favor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  coun- 
sel in  his  defense. 

VII.  In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall 
exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  bo  preserved, 
and  no  (act  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any 
court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the  com- 
mon law. 

VIII.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  tines  im- 
posed, in  r  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

IX.  The  enumeration  in  the  constitution  of  certain  rights  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others,  retained  by  the  people. 

X.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  consti- 
tution, nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States 
respeciively,  or  to  the  people. 

XI.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed 
to  extend  to  any  suit,  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted 
against  one  of  the  United  States,  by  citizens  of  another  State,  or  by 
citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  State. 

XII.  The  electors  shall  meet  m  their  respective  States,  and  vote 
by  ballot  lor  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  whom  at  least 
shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves;  they 
shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voti  d  for  as  President,  and  in 
distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice-President;  and  they 
shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of 
ail  persons  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes 
for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed 
to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  The 
presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the 
certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted;  the  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  the  President,  is 
such  number  be  a  majority  cf  the  whole  number  of  electors  ap- 
pointed; and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the  persons 
having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three,  on  the  list  of  those 
voted  for  as  President,  the  House  cf  Representatives  shall  choose 
immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President;  but  in  choosing  the  Presi- 
dent the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from  each 
Stale  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a 
member  or  members  from  two  thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  majority 
of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice;  and  if  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President,  whenever  the  right  cf 
choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  4th  day  of  March  next 
following,  then  the  Vice-President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  case 
of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  President. 

The  person  ha\  ing  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice-President 
!  shall  be  the  Vice-President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  a  ma- 
jority, then,  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate 
shall  choose  the  Vice-President.  A  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall 
consist  of  two  thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  senators,  and  a  major- 
ity of  the  whole  number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
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But  no  person,  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent, shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

XIII.  Section  1.  NeJtherslaverynorinvoluutaryservitr.de, 
except  as  a  punishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have 
been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  in  the  United  States,  or  any 
place  subject  to  that  jurisdiction. 

i  Sec  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by 
appropriate  legislation. 

XIV.  Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
!  States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the 
I  United  States  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.    No  State 

|  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or, 
immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  any  State 
|  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  pro-1 
:  cess  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the 
i  equal  protection  of  the  lawrs.  I 

I  Sec.  2.  representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
1  States  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting  the  whole 
!  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed. 
;  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice  of  elec- 
j  tors  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  the  executive  and  judicial  officers  of  a  State, 
or  the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  is  denied  to  any  of  the 
male  inhabitants  of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  any  way  abridged,  except  for  par- 
ticipation in  rebellion  or  other  crime,  the  basis  of  representation 
therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of 
such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizens 
I  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

I  Sec".  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, or  elector  of  President  and  Vice-President,  or  hold  any 
office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State, 
1  who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as  a  member  of  Congress, 
or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State 
Legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged 
in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  com- 
fort to  the  enemies  thereof.

Sec.  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States,  au- 
thorized by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions 
and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing  Insurrection  or  rebellion, 
shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the  United  States,  nor  any 
Stale,  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid 
of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim 
for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave;  but  nil  such  debts,  obli- 
gations and  claims  shall  be  hold  illegal  and  void. 

Sic.fi.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appro- 
priate legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

XV.  Section  1.  The  right  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States 
to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States,  or  by 
any  Slate,  oo  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of 
servitude. 

i 1    _'.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  Miis  article  by  ap 
propriate  legislation.  . 
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Qualifications  of  Voters  in  the  Scleral  States. 

Alabama:  All  male  persons  of  the  United  States,  native  or 
naturalized,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Residence  in  State  six 
months,  and  county  three  months. 

Arkansas :  Every  male  person  of  the  United  States,  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age.  Residence  in  State  six  months  next  preceding 
election. 

California :  White  male  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  those 
of  Mexico  who  may  choose  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
treaty  ol  Queretaro,  of  May  30,  1848,  who  hare  resided  in  the 
State  six  months  and  in  the  county  or  district  thirty  days.  The 
Legislature  is  empowered,  by  two-thirds  vote,  to  confer  suffrage 
on  Indians. 

Connecticut:  Residence  in  the  State  one  year  and  the  town  six 
months,  of  white  male  citizens  of  good  moral  character,  who  shall 
be  able  to  read  any  article  of  the  Constitution  or  section  of  the 
statutes. 

Delaware:  Residence  in  the  State  one  year,  in  the  county  one 
month,  with  payment  of  a  county  tax,  assessed  at  least  six  months 
before  an  election,  gives  the  right  to  vote  to  free  white  male  citi- 
zens, except  that  citizens  between  21  and  22  years  of  age  need  not 
have  paid  the  tax. 

Florida  :  All  male  persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Resi- 
dence in  State  one  year,  and  county  six  months. 

Georgia:  Every  male  citizen  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who 
shall  have  paid  the  taxes  required  of  him.  Residence  in  State  six 
months  and  county  thirty  da3's. 

Illinois:  All  white  male  inhabitants  who  have  resided  in  the 
I  State  one  year  can  vote  in  the  district  where  actually  residing. 

Indiana:  A  residence  of  six  months  in  the  State  entitles  white, 
male  citizens  to  vote  in  the  county  of  their  residence,  and  foreign- 
ers who  have  been  in  the  United  States  one  year  and  have  declared 
their  intentions.

Maine:  Citizens  of  the  United  States,  except  paupers  and  per- 
sons under  guardianship,  who  have  resided  in  the  State  three 
months  next  preceding  the  election. 

Maryland:  A  residence  of  one  year  in  the  State,  and  six  months 
in  the  county,  gives  the  right  to  vote  to  every  white  male  citizen.     | 

Massachusetts :  A  residence  of  one  year  in  the  State,  and  county 
six  months,  and  payment  of  a  State  or  county  tax,  gives  the  right' 
to  vote  to  male  citizens  of  21  years  and  upward,  except  paupers/ 
and  persons  under  guardianship. 

Michigan  :  A  residence  in  the  State  of  six  months  preceding  the 
election  entitles  white  male  citizens,  civilized  Indians  not  a  mem- 
ber of  any  tribe,  and  foreigners  who  have  declared  their  intentions. 

Minnesota:  The  right  to  vote  is  extended  to  male  persons  of  21 
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years  of  age,  of  the  following  classes,  if  they  have  resided  in  the 
United  States  one  year,  the  State  lour  months,  and  the  election 
district  ten  days.  White  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  those 
of  foreign  birth  who  have  declared  their  intentions  to  become 
citizens;  persons  of  mixed  white  and  Indian  blood  who  have 
adopted  the  customs  of  civilization,  and  those  of  pure  Indian 
blood  who  have  been  pronounced  capable  by  any  district  court  of 
the  State. 

Mississippi :  Male  inhabitants  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
Residence  in  State  six  months  and  county  one  month. 

Missouri :  Citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have  resided  in  the 
State  one  year,  and  countv  three  months,  are  entitled  to  vote, 
unless  disqualified  by  rebellion  on  taking  the  oath  of  loyalty. 

Nebraska:  White  citizens  aud  foreigners  who  have  declared 
their  intentions. 

Nevada:  Wliite  male  citizenship,  residence  in  the  State  six 
months  and  county  thirty  days. 

New-Hampshire :  All  male' citizens  over  21  years  of  age  except 
paupers.     Residence  in  town  six  mouths. 

Xew-Jersey :  One  year  in  the  State  and  five  months  in  the 
county,  gives  the  right  to  vote  to  white  male  citizens. 

New-  York:  White  male  citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  have 
resided  in  the  State  one  year,  in  the  countv  four  months,  and  elec- 
tion district  thirty  days," are  entitled  to  vote,  and  all  men  of  color 
who  have  resided  in  the  State  three  years,  and  own  and  pay  taxes 
on  a  freehold  assessed  at  &250. 

North-Carolina:  Male  persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
Residence  in  State  one  year,  and  county  one  month. 

Ohio:  Everv  white  male  citizen  of  21  years  of  age,  who  has 
resided  in  the  State  one  year. 

Oregon  :  White  male  citizens  who  have  resided  in  the  State  six 
months. 

Pennsylvania:  Residence  in  the  State  one  year,  and  ten  days  in 
the  election  district,  with  payment  of  a  State  and  county  tax 
assosed  ten  days  prior  to  an  election,  gives  the  right  to  vote, 
except  that  citizens  between  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years  of 
age  need  not  have  paid  the  tax. 

Rhode-Island:  A  freehold  possession  of  813,  or,  if  in  reversion, 
renting  for  87,  together  with  a  residence  of  one  year  in  the  State, 
and  six  months  in  the  town :  or,  if  no  freehold,  then  a  residence  of 
two  vears  in  the  State,  and  six  months  in  the  town,  and  payment 
of  81  tax  or  military  service  instead.

UNITED  STATES  OP  AMERICA. 

Historical  Facts  connected  with  the  formation  of  the  original 
Union,  and  the  admission  of  new  States. 
On  Monday,  September  5,  1774,  a  number  of  men  were  assem- 
bled at  Carpenter's  Hall,  Philadelphia,  who  had  been  chosen  by 
the  several  Colonies,  in  what  now  constitutes  ihe  United  States. 

;  to  hold  a  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  certain  grievances 
"mputed  to  the  mother  country.  This  Congress  resolved  that 
e  one  vote  only.  On  Tuesday,  July  2. 
ed  "That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and 
of  right  ought  to  be,  Free  and  Independent  States,"  etc. ;  and  on 
Thursday,  July  4,  the  whole  Declaration  of  Independence  having 
been  agreed  upon,  was  publicly  read  to  the  ptople.  On  Septem- 
ber 9  it  was  resolved  that  the  words  "United  Colonies"  should 
no  longer  be  used,  and  that  "  United  States"  should  thencefor- 
ward be  the  style  and  title  of  the  Union.    On  Saturday,  Novem- 

i  her  15, 1777,  "  Articles  of  Confederation  and  Perpetual  Union  of 
the  United  States  of  America"  were  agreed  to  by  the  State  Dele- 
gates, subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  several  State  Legislatures.

The  privilege  of  becoming  members  of  the  Union  by  ratitying 
the  Constitution  was  confined  to  those  States  that  were  parties  to 
the  confederation  by  which  the  Constitution  had  been  framed. 
The  Constitution  was  adopted  by  the  Convention,  September  17, 

1787.  It  required  that  nine  States  should  ratify  it  before  its  pro- 
visions could  go  into  effect.     Congress,  on  the  13th  of  September, 

1788,  determined  that  as  a  sufficient  number  of  States  had  ratified 
it— eleven  having  done  so— it  should  become  operative  on  the 
first  Wednesday  (the  4th)  of  March,  1789.  North-Carolina  and 
Rhode-Island  had  not  yet  sanctioned  it;  but  as  soon  as  they 
acceded  to  its  provisions,  they  were  admitted  to  its  privileges.

CONGRESS. 

The  Congress  of  the  U.  S.  consists  of  a  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  and  must  assemble  once  every  year,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  December,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Senate.  The  Senate  is  composed  of  two  members  from  each 
State.  They  are  chosen  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States, 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  one  third  being  elected  biennially.  The 
Vice-President  of  the  U.  S.  is  President  ot  the  Senate,  in  which 
body  he  has  only  a  casting  vote,  which  is  given  in  case  of  an  equal 
division  of  the  votes  of  the  Senators.  In  his  absence,  a  President 
pro  tempore  is  chosen  from  among  the  Senators  by  the  Senate.

the  law  of  May  23, 1850,  was  changed,  subsequent  to  the  annor- 
tionment  by  the  law  of  March  4, 1862,  which  increased  the  number 
of  representatives  to  241,  by  giving  one  additional  to  the  States  of 
II  inois,  Iowa,  Kentucky.  Minnesota.  Ohio,  Pennsylvania? Rhode- 
Island  and  Vermont.  This  act  makes  the  number  of  represents 
tives  241  from  and  after  the  3d  of  March  1863.  It  is  , ndeVsto od 
that  the  biH  as  originally  passed  by  the  House  added  6  to  lie  283 
representatives  theretofore  provided,  and  added  these  to  States 
h*7^  unrepresented  fractions  on  the  apportionment  of  Julv  fi, 
1861,  whenever  the  addition  of  a  representative  to  any  State 
would  bring  the  representative  constituencies  of  that  State  nearer 
U,^l«rait^n0f*Keprefentati0nJ  "°ertaiped  according  to  the  act  of 
May  28,  1850,  than  they  would  be  on  the  apportionment:  and  the 
effect  was  to  make  the  constituencies  in  every  state  approximate 
nearest  to  the  ratio.    As  the  ratio  is  the  law  of  absolute  equality  it 
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was  claimed  that  this  rule  of  apportionment  approaches  in  the 
nearest  practicable  degree  to  equality  among  the  States  according 
to  their  respective  representative  populations.  It  appeared  subse- 
quently that,  by  assuming  239  as  the  number  frcm  which  to  deduce 
the  ratio  of  representation,  two  states  only  would  be  entitled  to 
an  additional  representative  on  the  above  rule,  and  the  bill  was 
amended  accordingly  by  the  Senate  and  concurred  in  by  the 
House;  so,  in  fact,  the  ratio  for  the  next  decade  is  on  the  basis  of 
239  representatives,  with  two  added  to  equalize  representa- 
tion among  the  several  states.  If,  after  the  apportionment, 
new  States  are  admitted,  Representatives  are  assigned  to  such 
States  upon  the  above  basis,  in  addition  to  the  limited  num- 
ber of  241;  but  such  excess  continues  only  until  the  next  appor- 
tionment under  the  succeeding  census.  The  present  number  of 
Representatives  is  243.  There  are,  beside,  Delegates,  one  each 
from  Arizona,  Dakota,  Idaho,  Montana,  Colorado,  New-Mexico, 
Utah,  Washington  and  Wyoming,  who  have  a  right  to  speak,  but 
not  to  vote. 

The  compensation  of  members  is  mileage  (being  S8  for  every 
twenty  miles  of  travel  in  the  usual  road,  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  seat  of  government),  and  810,000  for  each  Congress. 

The  ratio  of  Representation,  by  the  census  of  1860,  is  126,823.
